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Informant's tip led to arrests 
Two Chicago men arraigned 
in Bollacker murder case

Two more Chicago men were ar- 


raigned for murder Monday In the DCS 
Plalncs branch of Cook County Circuit 
Court in connection with last Thursday's 


shotgun killing of Richard Bollacker. 


Richard "Ricky" Del Moro, 18, of 4733 


Palmer Avc., and John Murphy, 18, of 
5514 Augusta Blvd., were ordered held 
without bond in Cook County Jail by As- 


Orchard Place finally 
getting back to normal

Tilings arc finally getting back to nor- 


mal In Orchard Place. 


After four months of seeing their 


n e i g h b o r h o o d in somewhat of a 
shambles, residents on Fox, Pearl, Jo- 
seph and Morse streets welcome an oth- 
erwise unfamiliar sight — Rosscttl con- 
struction crews and landscapcrs. 


For more than a week, Rosscttl's 


crews and Inndscapcrs have been out 
working, steadily laying topsoll, grading, 
piecing the neighborhood back together, 
to correct a bad situation, according to 
company officials. 


Piles of cement slabs, asphalt and oth- 


er debris have cluttered the parkways 
slnco February. Another section of DCS 
Plalncs — the 1500 blocks of Oakton, 
Cora and White streets — was faced with 
the same problem. 


Rosscttl Construction Co., contracted to 


Install storm sewers for both residential 
areas, finished the Installation work in 
mid-February. But they never got around 
to cleaning up the mess and restoring (ho 
property, which was part of the $147,500 
contract with the city. 


For more than four months, residents 


from both areas complained to city hall, 
the mayor and aldermen. They said the 
neighborhoods were "unsafe and dan- 
gerous" to the children playing In the 
plies of debris. 


Joseph Lapctlna, vice-president of op- 


orations for the Rosscttl Construction 
Co., said tho company is "doing Its ut- 
most to rectify what has happened." 


Both Lapctlna and Tony Rosscttl, pres- 


ident of the company said the biggest 
reason for tho delay In the restoration 
work was constant bad weather. 


"People don't realize how wet It has 


been. They don't know how many prob- 
lems the construction crews face with 
tho bad weather. Last August, Septem- 
ber and October, SO per cent of the time 
we had rain. This caused a lot of work to 
back up," Lapctlna said. 


"The people and the city have been

happy with our work before," Lapetlna 
said. Rossclti Construction Co. has been 
doing business with Des Plalncs for more 
than 18 years, ho said. 


"We've done a lot of good work in the 


town. One bad job can ruin everything. 
We realize this and we're doing every- 
thing possible." 


Lapetina said the delays and problems 


with the storm sewer job caused the 
"worst publicity" for the company in Its 
years of business. 


Residents of both troubled areas said 


tho storm sowers arc working fine. Be- 
fore, both areas were plagued with flood- 
ing problems. 


Many residents said they expected de- 


lays and "a certain amount of inconven- 
ience" when the job was started. Many 
sold they were just glad to see the work 
being done. But after four months of de- 
lays in restoring the parkways and 
streets the complaints started. 


The most common complaint from the 


residents was why the construction 
crews didn't come out and at least pick 
up the piles of debris. Residents said 
some of the children were hurt while 
ploying in the junk. Many people said 
they were afraid to cut their lawns. No 
serious Injuries were reported. 


Why didn't tho crews come out and 


spend one day to clean up all the debris? 


"There really Isn't any good reason," 


Lapctlna said, "but we are doing our up- 
most to rectify it."

The two were arrested Sunday evening

An unnamed Oak Park girl, 16, also 


wanted in connection with the killing was 
taken into custody with Del Moro and 
Murphy. She was turned over to Chicago 
juvenile authorities pending a hearing. 


Thurbush was also charged with aiding 


the two men. Police said an auto owned 
by Thurbush was used by the assailants 
the night of the killing. 


Charges of battery and resisting arrest 


were also brought against De Moro. 


The other suspect, Peter Mukite, 21, of 


1823 Haddon St., is currently in Cook 
County Jail awaiting the Thursday hear- 
ing, following his arraignment for the 
murder lost week. 


Mukite was arrested Thursday by Des 


Plaincs police near Del Moro's home af- 
ter being named as one of the killers by 
Bollackcr's girlfriend, Cindy Graf, 16, 
who told police she was beaten and left 
for dead after watching Bollacker's 
death. 


Bollackcr's body was found in the 


Grand Forest preserve near Ballard and 
Rand Roads In Des Plalnes after Miss 
Graf, who told police the suspects shot' 
at her but missed, went to the road and 
hailed a passing motorist who alerted po- 
lice. 


The girl, who lived at a local psy- 


chological treatment center, Incentives 
Inc., 2424 Dempster St., is still under 
constant police watch at an undisclosed 
location. 


Bollacker, who lived In a west side Chi- 


cago apartment at the time of his death, 
was reportedly involved In a love 
triangle with the girl and one of the sus- 
pects. An argument apparently started 
the night of the slaying after the couple 
announced they were planning to be mar- 
ried, police said. 


TWO OF THE THREE men charged in the slaying of 
Richard Bollacker were taken to arraignment in Des 
Plaines, yesterday.

Music, work and Inch—a July Fourth parade

When the DCS Plalnes Fourth of July 


parade oompahs its way down Lee Street 
tomorrow, the real horn tooting will nl- 
rendy hove ended. 


The parade downbeat began months 


ago. Tony Kaitschuck was the maestro. 
His music played hard work. 


"YOU START WITH on idea - a 


theme. And, you build from there start- 
Ing around Jan. 1," said Kaitschuck, the 
executive secretary of Des Plaincs 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry. 


That Idea marches toward more organ- 


ization — bands are contracted; a pa- 
rade line-up is planned; floats arc sched- 
uled. Tho headaches pile-up. 


Kaitschuck, who has organized parades 


here for 10 years, sat quietly in his office 


yesterday — seeking housing for 110 Ca- 
nadian lasses due to march in Wednes- 
day's parade. 


The girls, members of St. John's Girls 


Drum Corps from Ontario, Canada, need 
"someplace to sleep, someplace to clean- 
up. The big problem is showers." 


The search 
for housing included 


schools and churches. The problem 
reawakened memories of three years ago 
when three out-of-town bands, from 
Seattle, New Orleans and Madison, 
threatened to withdraw from the parade 
because there was a dearth of sleeping 
quarters. Algonquin and Chlppewa Ju- 
nior High schools and Glenvlew Naval 
Air Station came to the rescue in 1970. 


"A parade is a success only if it has 


decent music," Kaitschuck said. "And, 
you need enough of it." 


THE LIST OF music-makers this year 


includes The Guardsmen from Mount 
Prospect; The Cadets Drum Corps from 
Marion, Ohio; the Phantom Regiment 
Drum Corps from Rockford; the Silver 
Sabres Drum Corps from Solina, Kan.; 
St. Paul Scouts Drum Corps from St. 
Paul, Minn.; the Canadian group and the 
Imperials from Skokie. 


"This Is the first year I've had to ar- 


range housing for all of the out of town 
groups,". Kaitschuck said. "It's quite a 
problem." 


The attraction of the drum corps is 


tonight's "Muslcln Motion" competition 
at Maine West High School stadium. The 
groups will battle for cash prizes, start- 


ing about 7:30 p.m. at Howard Street and 
Wolf Road. 


"You begin in February, looking for 


five or six good corps In addition to the 
host group," Kaitschuck said. Invitations 
are mailed nation-wide, through the Illi- 
nois Drum Corps Assn. 


"USUALLY, QUITE a few" entries are 


received. "We're usually, in a position to 
turn them down," he said. Chamber offi- 
cials meet with drum corps "experts" 
and "invite the best groups possible." 
Competitors tonight include 4 of the top 
10 ranked groups in the U.S. 


The drum corps are contracted 


through the state association with prizes 
and some expenses guaranteed. 


The contract requires the bands to 


march in the Fourth of July parade. 


"PROBLEMS — WHERE do you want

Stocks fell sharply on the New York 


Stock Exchange,

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Wants Northwest Community board to reconsider 
Chapman to urge hospital: OK abortions 


S t a t e Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arllngton Heights, will ask Northwest 
Community Hospital to reconsider Its de- 
cision not to allow abortions on demand 
in light of the passage of legislation regu- 
lating abortions. 


Mrs. Chapman, who thinks the hospital 


is not responding to the community ulll 
with Its decision on abortion, said yester- 
day she will meet soon with Malcolm 
MacCoun, president of the private hospi- 
tal In Arlington Heights, to discuss the 
abortion question. 


A formal request to the hospital's 


board of directors asking them to re- 
consider their decision on abortions also 
will be made by Mrs. Chapman this 
week. 


The board of directors voted last week 


not to perform abortions on demand and 
to continue its policy of performing abor- 
tions only when the pregnancy poses a 
threat to the mother's life. 


Reasons cited for the board's decision 


were the need to conserve the resources 
of the hospital for other procedures and 
the Inability of the Illinois General As- 
sembly to replace the former Illinois 
statute on abortion with a statute con- 
sistent with the U.S. Supreme Court rul- 
ing striking down antlabortion laws. 


WHEN THE BOARD took Its action,

legislation sponsored by Sen. Don Woo- 
len, D-Rock Island,'had already passed 
the Senate and was pending before the 
House. In an unusual July 1 session the 
House passed the three bills regulating 
abortions sponsored in the House by Rep. 
Robert G. Day, R-Peorla, by a three- 
fifths majority. The bills now await Gov. 
Dan Walker's signature. Mrs. Chapman 
said she did not anticipate any problem 
getting Gov. Walker to sign the bills into 
law because they follow guidelines estab- 
lished by the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Health and conform with the U.S. 
Constitution. 


Under the first bill only licensed physi- 
cians will be able to perform abortions. 
Between the third and sixth months of 
pregnancy, the abortion would have to be 
performed in a hospital with life support 
equipment available. After the sixth 
month of pregnancy abortions may only 
be performed to save the physical or 
mental health of the mother. Con- 
sultation with two other physicians is 
necessary before a doctor can perform 
an abortion during the last three months 
of pregnancy. 


The second abortion bill requires all fa- 


cilities performing abortions to be licens- 
ed by the state. The third bill licenses 
medical facilities without provisions for 
overnight hospital stays and imposes re- 
strictions on their operation. 


The only question now remaining is 


when the bills will take effect — July 1, 
1973 or July 1, 1974. The Illinois Con- 
stitution states: "A bill passed after June 
30 shall not become effective prior to 
July 1 of the next calendar year unless 
the General Assembly by the vote of 
three-fifths of the members elected to 
each house provides for an earlier effec- 
tive date." 


THE HOUSE PASSED the three mea- 


sures by the necessary three-fifths vote 


but the Senate, which voted on the bills 
more than a month ago, passed each by 
a simple majority, hence the confusion 
as to when they will take effect. 


Mrs. Chapman was critical of the hos- 


pital's board for not waiting until the 
House had adjourned before making its 
decision, if in fact the lack of legislation 
regulating abortions was a major consid- 
eration. 


"If they (board members) are worried 


about having a framework of state law 
to work within, they now have one," said 
Mrs. Chapman. 


She said she hoped doctors on the staff 


at Northwest would be able to make 
their own decision on whether to perform 
abortions just as women can now make 
their own decision on whether to have an 
abortion. 


"I do hope they will reconsider their 


decision but they are not a public body 
and I have no status with them except as 
a private citizen of Arlington Heights 
served by the hospital," said Mrs. Chap- 
man. 


MacCoun said yesterday he has not 


had an opportunity to evaluate the legis- 
lation regulating abortions and did not 
know If the board would reconsider its 
decision.

FBI statistics 
Crime in suburbs soaring this year 


Crime in the suburbs — especially vio- 


lent crimes such as robbery and aggra- 
vated assault — Increased dramatically 
In the first three months of 1973 as com* 
pared to a similar period a year ago, 
according to statistics released by the 
FBI's Uniform Crime Reports. 


'A survey of 2,150 police agencies repre- 
senting more than 45 million persons 
showed serious crime In the suburbs In* 
creased 5 per cent over-all while serious 
crime In the nation decreased 1 per cent 
over-all. 


THE INCREASE In suburban crime 


statistics can be traced to many factors, 
according to the FBI, but the continuing 
exodus to the suburbs of persons from 
core cities appears to be the main reason 
for the upswing In crimes committed. 


A further breakdown of the suburban 


crime figures for the first three months 
of 1073 shows that violent crimes — 
which Include murder, forcible rape, rob- 
bery and aggravated assault — In- 
creased 14 per cent. Crimes against 
property — burglary, larceny and auto 
theft — was up 4 per cent. 


Murder In the suburbs was up 5 per 


cent, forcible rape B per cent, and both 
robbery and aggravated assault up 15 
per cent for the first three months. Bur- 
glary was up 7 per cent, and both larce- 
ny and theft 3 per cent. 


The makeup of the population, police 


strength and training and the attitudes of 
prosecutors and the courts arc contrib- 
uting factors to crime statistics, the FBI 
said.

fieldhouse. 


The Illinois General Assembly ap- 


proved an emergency appropriation of 
$1.6 million to replace a fieldhouse at 
Harper that was destroyed by fire last 
month. Approval came last Sunday after 
an amendment calling for Identical $1.6 
million grants to six other junior colleges 
was withdrawn. 


The amendment circulated by Rep. 


Roscoc Cunningham, R-Lawrencevillc, 
would have brought the total appropria- 
tion up to $11 million and would have 
assured a veto by the governor. Rep. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, 
said Cunningham later withdrew the 
amendment and the appropriation for 
Harper passed. 


There is still a chance that Walker will 


veto the appropriation and numerous oth- 
er appropriations to stay within the lim- 
its of his proposed budget. Mrs. Chap- 
man said the community must start a 
campaign to convince the governor to ap- 
prove the appropriation for the Harper 
fieldhouse. 


"From here on it's up to the governor," 


said Ron Keener, spokesman for Harper 
College. He said the $1.6 million is the 
state's portion of construction cost for 
the fieldhouse. Total cost will probably 
reach $2.2 million, he said, and the rest 
of the money will be paid by a settlement 
from the fire insurance company. 


this year Is part of an upward trend be- 
gun several years ago, the FBI said. 


ATTY. GEN. ELLIOT L. Richardson 


reported that 100 of the nation's largest 
cities reported actual reductions in 
serious crime during the first quarter of 
1973. Eighty-eight cities showed a de- 
crease in the same period of 1972. 
Serious crime showed a 3 per cent de- 
crease In the same period last year. 


The figures in the crime reports are 


based on nationwide crime statistics con- 
tributed by local, county and state law 
enforcement agencies. Richardson said 
the statistical report has been changed 
this year to Include all larceny-theft in- 
stead of limiting that category to larceny 
$50 and over.) 


Larceny-theft Is primarily a crime of 


opportunity and the value of property 
taken is usually incidental to the crimi- 
nal act. 


The reports divide serious crime Into 


two categories: Violent, which includes 
murder, forcible rape, robbery, aggra- 
vated assault and property, which in- 
cludes burglary, larceny-theft and auto 
theft. 


VIOLENT CRIME increased 6 per cent 


in the first quarter of 1973 compared to a 
2 per cent increase in the first quarter of 
1972. Property crimes, more numerous 
than violent crimes, decreased 2 per cent 
this year compared to a 3 per cent de- 
crease in 1972. 


Aggravated assault rose 9 per cent, 


forcible rape 7 per cent, murder 6 per 
cent, and robbery 4 per cent. Burglary 
Increased 2 per cent, larceny-theft de- 
clined 4 per cent and auto theft was 
down 1 per cent. 


Cities with 100,000 or more Inhabitants 


reported a four per cent decrease in 
serious crime.

POWprosecution word due

'A decision will bo made within two 


weeks on whether the military intends to 
prosecute former U.S. prisoners of war 
charged last May with aiding the enemy. 


Seven enlisted men, Including Army 


Staff Sgt. John A. Young of Arlington 
Heights, were accused of collaborating 
with the North Vietnamese while being 
hold prisoner by Air Force Col. Theodore 
Guy. 


"The Investigation Into the rhorgus by 


the secretary of the Army and the Navy 
will be completed by mid-July at the lat- 
est," Col. Donald Wakcllcld, Pentagon 
information officer, said. 


An eighth man, Marine Sgt. Abel Larry 


Knvanaugh, was also charged. He com- 
mitted suicide last week. 


WAKEFIELD SAID that If the current 


Investigation reveals there Is sufficient 
evidence to back up the charges, a for- 
mal prctrlal Investigation will be under- 
taken. If the allegations cannot be sub- 
stantiated, the charges will be dropped, 
he added. 


The outcome of this preliminary In- 


vestigation will be made public, he 
added. 


All of the men charged were held pris- 


oner in a camp known as "The Plant- 
ation" near Hanoi. The servicemen, two 
Marines and five soldiers, have all de- 
nied aiding the enemy. 


Young had told The Herald that while 


he made anti-war statements, many of 
his fellow prisoners had done the same 
thing after being tortured. He was a pris- 
oner for more than five years. 


IN ADDITION to Guy's charges, Navy

It was a small mountain of little prob- 


lems that apparently forced the depar- 
ture of Supt. Thomas Warden from River 
Trails Dlst. 28 recently. 


Included In the frustrating scries of 


events were lack of action on pressing 
projects, teacher dissatisfaction, and a 
serious lack of judgment In the hiring of 
a school principal, according to Informed 
board sources. 


Warden resigned as superintendent at 


the end of May. Though school board 
members refused to comment on wheth- 
er the board had ashed for Warden's res- 
ignation, it was obvious that the board 
bought up Warden's contract when the 
board gave him a check for $14,000 In 
addition to tho remainder of this year's 
salary. 


According to board sources, Warden 


was at odds with the school board as ear- 
ly as fall, 1B72. 


PARAMOUNT AMONG the problems 


that popped up In board members' 
minds, according to sources, were War- 
den's reassignment of two Dlst. 26 princi- 
pals in spring, 1072, and the lack of prog- 
ress in teachers' negotiations in the fall. 


In spring, 1072, Warden recommended 


tho reassignment of Bca Amundsen, 
principal at Fcchanvlllc School, and Jim 
Acklcy, principal at tho River Trails 


Junior High School, to other positions in 
the district. 


"The principal transfers were obvious- 


ly disruptive. But the choice there 
seemed reasonable to the board then," 
one official explained. 


In fact, at that time all the board 


members except Ted Wallenberg were 
now to the board and none had any cause 
to question Warden's judgment as super- 
intendent. 


According to board sources, Warden 


recommended the principal transfers be- 
cause of a question of "administrative 
competence." 


Though both principals protested the 


reasslgnmcnts at first, they both decided 
to acquiesce after the board granted 
them each a private hearing. 


THE PRIVATE hearings did nothing to 


change the situation, however. Miss 
Amundson was subsequently transferred 
from her first assignment at the River 
Road School to teaching a self-contained 
classroom at the River Trails Junior 
High School. Acklcy stayed at his reas- 
signment as director of district resource 
centers. After Warden's resignation, he 
was reassigned as principal, this time at 
Fechanvillc School. 


Ackley sold he thought his transfer 


was not.motivated out of any personal 
problems with Warden. "He just didn't 
think I was the man for the junior high," 
he explained. "But that's the superin- 


tendent's prerogative. I think the board 
played It as a board should. You hire the 
superintendent to run the schools. If you 
want to run the schools, you get rid of 
the superintendent." 


Teacher dissatisfaction with lack of 


progress on negotiations was also begin- 
ning to bother the board, according to 
one source. The problem was "the fact 
that nobody was addressing themselves 
to the question of where we were and 
what lack of progress there was," the 
source said. "When you get that kind of 
dissatisfaction, there is usually a cause." 


To stem the tide of teacher dis- 


satisfaction, several board members de- 
cided to sit in on teacher negotiations 
themselves. 
About two weeks after 


school had started, teachers signed a 
contract with the board. 


"IT WAS THE little things that really 


started to gnaw on people," a spokesman 
explained. "Letters not being written or 
sent out. There were a number o£ phone 
calls from people who'd been In the dis- 
trict a long time who were familiar with 
things. They didn't like the things they 
saw going on, the lack of results, and the 
problems that upset teachers that we- 
ren't being taken cae of." 


According to sources, Warden wasn't 


having problems with just the teachers 
and parents. As less administrative func- 
tions were getting done, Assistant Supt. 
James Retzlaff was finding it harder to 


deal with Warden, the spokesman said. 
"Retzlaff had a choice of keeping quiet 
or trying to get things done," said the 
source. "The more he tried to get things 
done, the more defensive Tom got, and 
the association deteriorated." 


There had been rumors that Retzlaff 


was trying to undermine Warden as su- 
perintendent to catapult his own career. 
According to one informed board source, 
however, Retzlaff was just trying to do 
his job. "To show an example of his gen- 
eral attitude toward his trying to be rea- 
sonable and helpful, he (Retzlaff) sug- 
gested In the staffing plan this spring 
that he move over to a principalship," 
the source said. "And he volunteered to 
do that. Even at a reduction in pay." 


ACCORDING TO sources, there was no 


one incident or incidents that led the 
board directly to act in the matter of the 
superintendent. "It's hard to say what 
brought It to a head. .The board has to 
have confidence in a superintendent, but 
at what point does a board continue to 
accept answers that are not satisfying?" 
the source asked. 


Without a doubt, however, the four- 


month delay of action on construction of 
a new roof at Feehanville School and 
problems with Arthur Adelbcrg, the prin- 
cipal at Feehanville who had a history of 
problems as a superintendent in Elm- 
hurst Dist. 3, were instrumental in bring- 


ing about action by the board. 


"The main thing was what was hap- 


pening to the district in terms of educa- 
tion," one spokesman explained. "The 
element that was probably most pro- 
nounced was that he didn't do the proper 
homework when handling Adelberg." 


Also, the board apparently was begin- 


ning to think of Warden as much too 
abrasive for a school superintendent. 
"Early in this year, Tom really didn't 
have the greatest attitude towards Hie 
board," the source explained. "Really, it 
was something less than cooperative and 
respectful of people as people. Tom can- 
not conceive that he has any deficiencies. 
Everybody else is bad,' at fault and 
wrong." 


ASKED IF WARDEN'S problems in 


Elk Grove Township School Dlst. 59 (he 
was transferred from the principalship of 
Forest View Elementary School by Supt. 
Don Thomas) figured in the board's deci- 
sion at all, the board source said, "This 
board was de-tuned from 59 details. He 
(Warden) was evaluated, 
pure and 


simple, on what he did in Dist. 26." 


Thomas reassigned Warden as curricu- 


lum coordinator for the district in 1971. 
Thomas later filed his resignation as su- 
perintendent. 


Though the Dist. 26 board viewed War- 


den as "a hard guy to work with," there 
are those in Dist. 26 who worked with 
Warden and who felt just the opposite.

Brian Meyerowitz sympathized. He 


said the first five' days he went to nur- 
sery school, he refused to get on the bus 
by himself. When his mom brought him 
with the car, he simply refused to get out 
of the car. But after those first traumatic 
days, he "loved it." 


Was It worth it? "Now we know how to 


read real good," Rhonda said. 


"GO TO SCHOOL and learn," was 
Brian Meyerowih's advice to children 
just 
starting 
kindergarten. 
"You 


should be good," he added. "Because 
if you aren't, you gat into trouble." 


You might have to go to the office 
and sit there, or get your name put 
on the bulletin board and stay after 
school. 


Curbs taking 'bang* out of Fourth? 


by JOE SWICKARD 


Tho boom and bang that traditionally 


greeted Independence Day may be a 
thing of the past. 


Earlier this year, the Consumer Pro- 


tection Safety Commission proposed a 
ban on almost all fireworks. 


Should tho proposed banning come to 


pass, the explosive souvenirs of Southern 
vacations would no longer plague police 
departments. 


Copt. Maurice English, of the Arling- 


ton Heights police department, said the 
main source of the Illegal fireworks is 
families returning from trips to states 
where the explosives still are legal. 


"Every year right after Easter vaca- 


tion we start getting more calls about 
kids with fireworks. They buy them In 


Florida or Georgia and bring them back 
here. Or the father buys a bag of fire- 
crackers for the kids," he said. 


THE ONLY restriction on fireworks 


nationwide currently is a ban on any- 
thing that contains on explosive charge 
in excess of two grains. 


This makes cherry bombs and giant 


firecrackers illegal. However, they con- 
tinue to be available on a bootleg basis. 
There is some doubt that even the pro- 
posed ban would eliminate this market 
entirely. 


Firecracker fans have begun petitions 


to the commission to protest the propos- 
als. 


One petition signed by 70 persons, 


mostly from Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi, said it had been a "tra- 
dition since the founding of our nation to 


July 4 parade combines 
talent, music—and luck 


celebrate Independence Day with the 
booming of cannons and the display and 
shooting of fireworks." 


"Let us not lose any more of our 


dwindling freedoms," 
the 
petitioners 


wrote. 
> 


ILLINOIS LAW prohibits devices that 


explode or are propelled by explosions. 
Local ordinances are closely patterned 
after the state law. Sparklers also are on 
the wrong side of the statute. 


However, many neighboring states per- 


mit the sale of firecrackers, skyrockets 
and bottle rockets. Travelers returning 
from Missouri, Kentucky and Indiana 
often bring along a few items to enliven 
the neighborhood on a quiet night. 


Despite reports of roadside stands sell- 


ing fireworks just across the border in 
Indiana, the Illinois State Police make no 
special surveillance of Illinois residents 
stocking up the contraband. 


"If we stop a car and the devices are 


found, naturally we'll take the appro- 
priate action. But we don't keep a'steady 


watch for them coming back," a spokes- 
man for the state police said. 


Area police departments report that 


fireworks are being confiscated from 
juveniles, but in no greater numbers 
than usual. Most cases involve a youth 
with a few packets of small firecrackers. 


ALTHOUGH rockets, 'crackers and 


sparklers are illegal In Illinois, residents 
can celebrate with smoking and flashing 
items that look just like the real thing. 


Some local stores stock a number of 


devices similar in appearance to the tiny 
bombs. "Magic glowworms," "snakes," 
and caps are offered for sale at the 
check-out counter. 


Other items offered for sale carry 


warnings to use under adult supervision 
in emergency cases only. Directions for 
one smoke cartridge states, "Light and 
get away." 


No matter what regulations become 


law, it is doubtful the Fourth ever will be 
celebrated with a whimper Instead of a 
bang.

The governor has announced an austerity 
budget for state funds, cutting back the 
amount of aid to schools and may be 
forced to veto several bills to stay within 
his proposed budget. "I feel very sympa- 
thetic with the governor," Mrs. Chapman 
said. "He doesn't have a money ma- 
chine " 


THE BILL calling for an appointed 


state board of education, replacing the 
elected office of State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, is the "first major 
Implementation of our new state con- 
stitution," Mrs. Chapman said. The Con- 
stitution calls for an appointed board of 
education, governing public schools in Il- 
linois when the term of State Supt. Mi- 
chael Bakalls expires in January 1975. 


The bill provides for a 17 man board of 


education appointed by the governor. 
Eight members would be appointed from 
the first judicial district in Cook County, 
two members from the other four Illinois 
judicial districts and one member ap- 
pointed at large. The board would ap- 
point a superintendent from among its 
members. 


The governor has said publicly that he 


favors a mixed board, with part of the 
members elected and part appointed, 
Mrs. Chapman said. She said supporters 
of the bill hope to convince Walker to 
sign the new law.

White House list of President Nixon's lop 
20 political enemies. As revealed at the 
Watergate hearings. 


Being on the White House cncmv list Is 


not exactly tantamount to winning a No- 
bel Prize. Hut among administration 
critics, It suddenly has become a highly 
coveted badge of honor. 


Those who made the list must now he 


recognized as superstars of the antl-Nix- 
on forces They're basking in glory that 
comes from being singled out as (loins 
more than anyone else to get under the 
President's skin. 


THOSE WHO didn't make the list arc 


burning with envy and asking thcmschcs 
v. hat they did wrong. 


At some point in time, to borrow the 


favorite Watergate expression, did they 
accidentally say something the President 
liked? Somewhere along the line did they 
make a mistake and picture him in a 
favorable light? 


Such questions arc now haunting some 


of Nixon's most steadfast detractors. 
And I would lie less than candid If I did 
not report that some of the losers have 
tracci of sour grapes in their spleens. 


"This Is another example of how unfair 


the White House can be," one labor lead- 
er with a built-in anti-Nixon bias com- 
plained 


"Leonard Woodcock of the Auto Work- 


ers Union can't hold a candle to me when 
It comes to disparaging administration 
policies. Yet the White House puts him 
on the list and leaves me off." 


I SAID, "Are you suggesting that the 


omission was a deliberate attempt by the 
White House to make it appear that your 
criticism doesn't have much sting?" 


"That's exactly what I'm suggesting. 


I've built my reputation on my opposition 
to the President. 


"What arc the members of my union 


going to think when they sec that list and 
discover that the White House didn't re- 
gard me as one of his 20 top enemies? 


"I'll tell you w hat's going to happen — 


they're going to start wondering if 
maybe I was soft on Nixon — If maybe I 
was pulling my punches when I pre-

I said, "I'll admit it makes you look

she Is optimistic that the governor will 
approve the bill because it "improves 
education In the state without the ex- 
penditure of much additional funds." 


"I believe educational groups are in 


support of this bill," Mrs. Chapman said. 
The Illinois Association of School Boards, 
the Illinois Parent Teachers Association, 
and the Illinois State Chamber of Com- 
merce all favor it. "I think It is an ex- 
cellent bill. I believe that appointment by 
the governor is much preferred because 
It gives an opportunity for a broad range 
of members on the board," Mrs. Chap- 
man said, adding she hopes business- 
men, farmers, labor leaders and former 
school board members will be named to 
the board. 


THE LEGISLATURE also passed a 


new formula for figuring the amount of 
state aid to be given to local school dis- 
tricts, changing a formula that has been 
in effect since 1928. The formula, part of 
the resource equalizer bill sponsored by 
Rep. Gene Hoffman, R-Elmhurst, guar- 
antees a school the amount of money its 
property tax rate would raise if It had a 
high property valuation set by the for- 
mula. 


The bill would eliminate disparities be- 


tween school districts with high property 
valuation and those with low valuations. 
According to Hoffman almost 
every 


school district In the state would profit 
from the new formula, which will be 


phased into existence over a four-year 
period. The bill would increase state aid 
by about $139 million next year. 


"All school superintendents In our area 


favor the measure," Mrs. Chapman said. 
"I am convinced it will help our area get 
our fair share of the state dollars and 
will help the taxpayer because it will roll 
back property taxes.". She said the bill is 
an alternate formula that schools may 
choose If they do not wish to use the pre- 
sent formula. No schools will receive 
more than 25 per cent of the state aid 
Increase guaranteed to them during the 
first year the formula is in operation, she 
said. Most school districts in the North- 
west suburbs will come close to the 25 
per cent mark, Mrs. Chapman said. 


SCHOOLS IN the Northwest suburbs 


also will get a boost from another state- 
aid bill passed by the House last week 
and by the Senate early Sunday. The 
Dual-Unit Equality bill, or DUE bill, will 
be tacked on to the state aid formula to 
eliminate the inequity of funds given to 
dual and unit school districts. 


According to the present formula, unit 


d i s t r i c t s with kindergarten through 
twelfth grade receive more money than 
dual districts where elementary and high 
schools are administered separately. 
State officials say the DUE bill will cost 
$57 million, about 42 per cent of the $134 
million in Walker's budget that has been 


set aside for increases in state aid to 
schools. 


Bakalis has opposed both the DUE bill 


and the resource equalizer bill. Walker 
has spoken in favor of DUE and has said 
he hopes the state aid formula can be 
simplified. 


The school construction bill will be a 


boon to school districts with growing en- 
rollments. Under the bill the state will 
pay up to 70 per cent of the costs of con- 
structing a new school and also provide 
partial funding for school remodeling. 
According to Mrs. Chapman, schools that 
issued bonds in 1969 or after for new 
school construction can receive state 
money for payment on the interest and 
principal of these bonds. 


NEW SCHOOLS are now constructed 


entirely with local funds. In instances 
where a school has spent money to the 
limit of their legal bonded indebtedness, 
the state grants a loan for construction 
of new schools, which the district pays 
back over a period of years. Schaumburg 
High School {n High School Dist. 211 is an 
example of a school that was financed 
entirely with state money. 


Under the new Constitution, the state 


has primary responsibility for funding 
education, and the school construction 
bill removes some of the burden from 
the local school district. "Now 100 per 
cent of the cost is at the doorstep of the 
local taxpayer," Mrs. Chapman said.

More than $6 million was restored to 


potential victims of mall frauds during a 
recent nine-month period, Postmaster 
Robert J. Proebstle reported. 


Proebstle said he had been advised by 


the chief postal inspector and Assistant 
Postmaster Gen. William J. Cotter that 
postal inspection service enforcement ac- 
tivities resulted in $6,222,660 in restitu- 
tions to those victimized by mall frauds. 
The report covered the first three quar- 
ters of the current fiscal year. 


"The report shows it is worthwhile for 


those who have good reason to conclude 
they have been the victim of a scheme to 
defraud in which the malls were used to 
report the facts to the post office," the 
postmaster said. 


The restitutions resulted from 3,630 


promotions that were discontinued large- 
ly on inspection service action. Restitu- 
tions ordered by the courts totaled 
$2,853,528; "voluntary" restitutions total- 
ed $2,009,706 and an additional $1,359,426 
resulted from other recoveries. 


Included in the 12,000 or more mail 


fraud investigations completed each year 
by postal inspectors, Proebstle said, 
"are those based on complaints from 
postal customers who allege failure to re- 
ceive merchandise or promised refunds 


from mail order firms. Not all such fail- 
ures or broken promises indicate a 
scheme to defraud, but may, in fact, be 
merely the result of poor business prac- 
tices." 


"However, when a postal customer 


cannot obtain satisfaction through his 
own' efforts," Proebstle added, "he 
should not just • write his transaction off 
as,a loss. Return of his money is possible 
hi some cases."

tension on the wheel and thereby in- 
crease the load. People who ore in rea- 
sonably good physical condition to start 
with con obviously begin at a higher lev- 
el than those who aro unaccustomed to 
any significant amounts of physical ex- 
ercise. In general, and it has to be sim- 
ply a general rule of thumb for the per- 
son I have not seen and not been able to 
examine or. know what his exercise his- 
tory Is, I suggest that he start at a very 
low level. Of course, If he already has 
any medical problems he Is aware of, he 
should talk to the doctor before begin- 
ning any exercise program. 


For the individuals who appear to be in 


good health and hove just not had any 
significant amounts of exercise, I usually 


suggest that they start bicycling for 
three to five minutes at a speed which is 
comfortable for them and at a tension 
which doesn't create very much stress on 
the legs. 


THAT IS, IT should be comfortable 


and well within the capacity of the per- 
son without any strain. Then, the amount 
of exercise can be Increased about a 
minute a week. Always make certain to 
stay within a comfortable speed and ten- 
sion on the wheel and never exercise at a 
rate that makes you feel that the legs 
arc working too hard or that it causes 
the heart to beat too fast. 


If you want to take your heart rate 


while you're exercising, you can usually 
do It. For medically unsupervlsed ex- 


ercise you should try to keep your heart 
rate below 120 beats per minute while 
exercising. If the exercise effort causes 
your heart to beat any faster than this, 
you are either pumping too fast or the 
tension has been turned too tight on the 
exercise bicycle. 


EXERCISE BICYCLES are fine be- 


cause they can be placed in front of the 
television set. Individuals who spend 
much time in front of the television set 
are the very ones who often need the ex- 
ercise, and the exercise should be some- 
thing besides reaching for potato chips 
and dip or, just as bad, bending the el- 
bow. It also provides a way of occupying 
yourself while you're doing exercise. 


Pedaling at a very slow rate without 


any heavy load on the bicycle during 
your favorite television program is a 
good way to program a daily exercise 
activity. Exercise done during the eve- 
ning newscast, for example, combines 
keeping you well informed and keeping 
you in shape. 


Exercise bicycles also have the advan- 


tage of eliminating the jarring effect that 
sometimes occurs with jogging and run- 
ning type programs. They can also be 
used by individuals who have balance 
problems but are still able to do some 
exercise. Then, of course, they can be 
used in all kinds of weather indoors.

I bit it solid and it 
looked like I'd hit It right in front of the 
green," Casper said.

Road program 


will aid us 


The rcccnl plan outlined by Gov. 


Daniel Walker for Improvement of 
secondary Illinois roads deserves 
the support of even Chicago subur- 
banites who arc far removed from 
the rural roads of the state. 


In his plan, the Governor called 


for spending $624 million in state 
and federal monies for various 
road projects in the state — many 
of them In downstatc counties. 


With some 646 miles of state 


roads slated for improvmcnt the 
Governor rightly is paying some 
attention to roadways outside the 
immediate Chicago metropolitan 
area but still vital to the well being 
of the state. 


Bond programs in this state arc 


nothing new. of course. In fact Re- 
publican Gov. 
Richard 
Ogilvie 


drew criticism for seeming to want 
r to pave over the state with super 


highways. 


While we disagree with the lem- 


ming-like approach of 
building 


highways for their own sake — the 
things seem to have a life of their 
own in the minds of the highway 
lobbyists — we like this latest at- 
tempt to improve Illinois' every- 
day roads. 


Gov. Walker has called these 


roads the "home-to-work, farm-to- 
market" roads and anyone who 
has driven outside metropolitan 
Chicago can attest to the poor con- 
ditions of these avenues through 
the country. 


Most roads in western Illinois 


arc terrible. Bridges need work, 


potholes mar the pavement and the 
turns and twists are like something 
from another age. 


If a line is drawn across the state 


from St. Louis to the Indiana line, 
most roads south of that line would 
be considered intolerable in most 
states of the Union. 


Indeed, the lack of reliable sec- 


ondary roads through most of 
Southern Illinois is a constant det- 
riment to the area's economic re- 
vival. 


Look at it this way: how often 


have you or a neighbor driven 
through Wisconsin, Michigan 
or 


Iowa and come back to comment 
on the poor roads in Illinois? 


Home-to-work, 
farm-to-market 


roads are important to the state; 
they arc just as important as the 
roads which bind the suburbs to 
the city's core. 


Incidentally, the Governor has 


not forgotten us in his proposed 
road improvement plan. The use of 
$40.8 million in bond funds and 
$20.4 million in road fund money of 
the total amount will be set aside 
for road work on Chicago and Cook 
County projects. 


We in the suburbs and the city 


are fond of reminding Springfield 
that we have needs up here 
too which must be met by the 
state. 


We arc glad this time to send this 


message to the Governor's office: 
we recognize that helping 
down- 


state with its roads is important 
for all of us.

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Fuel crisis spurs solar energy talks 


by EDWAltD A. LECIITZIN 


DETROIT — There have been com- 


plaints from automotive executives — 
both privately and in public — that 
Washington bureaucrats decide what 
cars will look like and how they will run. 


Entrance of the federal government 


Into building cars was a "traumatic In- 
trusion," says one Washington bureau- 
crat, who advises businessmen, both in 
the auto Industry and elsewhere, to rec- 
ognize that regulation is here to stay. 


Eric 0. Stork, deputy assistant admin- 


istrator of the Environmental Protection 
Agency, recently participated In a three- 
day Environmental Activities Week sem- 
inar sponsored by General Motors. It 
was supposed to show that fighting be- 
tween the automaker and the govern- 
ment has ended. 


THE THEME WAS set by the chief ex- 


ecutive of the giant corporation, chair- 
man Richard C. Gcrstonbcrg. uho said 
that only a few barriers of misunder- 
standing and suspicion remain. That 
theme was shattered a few hours later as 
CM Pros. Edward N. Cole renewed n 
more familiar sound — one of shutdowns 
unless Congress rewrites the standards 
set In the Clean Air Act of 1870. 


Stork, the EPA executive, discounted 


doomsday talk but told the auto execu- 
tives they had better get used to federal 
regulations. 


Stork also said It Is an unrealistic ex- 


pectation for automcn to sec federal 
regulation "as a bad dream, hoping they 
wilt soon awaken from the nightmare." 


"The public wilt continue to demand 


that tlio govcinmcnt protect it from vari- 
ous hazards, and the government will 
continue to respond to these demand]." 
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said Stork. "In other words, regulation of 
the auto Industry is here to stay. You 
might as \vell learn to live with it." 


POINTING TO commercial aviation 


and the food and drug Industry as two 
areas which have adjusted to federal 
regulation, Stork said auto executives 
could take a hint from the men who con- 
trol those industries. 


Stork described three ways in which 


auto executives react to being regulated 
— pure outrage, the ostrich approach 
and realization that there may be a prob- 
lem. 


The first accomplishes nothing, he 


said, since regulatory officials always 
can put on the white hat, paint the oppo- 
sition black as pitch and win the argu- 
ment. The ostrich approach of ignoring 
the problem and hoping it will go away 
also doesn't work, said Stork, because 
the problems usually become bigger and 
more unmanageable. 


To Its credit, said Stork, GM appears 


to be taking the third course — "recogni- 
tion that there Is a real problem to he 
solved by the new law, as well ns an 
assumption that the people whose job it 
is to Implement the law arc probably 
about as honest, sincere and intelligent 
as anyone else."

Thomas J. Mclntyre, D-NH.. charged 
during the weekend that major U.S oil 
firms are "watering down1' their gaso- 
line by reducing the octane level — with- 
out reducing the price. 


"Consumers are unfairly being asked 


to pay the same price for this watered- 
down product," he said in letters to the 
Cost of Living Council and the Federal 
Trade Commission. 


In Paris, 600 experts from 70 countries 


met to discuss the sun s ability to heat 
homes, drive cars, protect crops, cook 
food, run refrigerators and distill water. 
The scientists will trade Ideas In the 
largest conference on so'a- energy in his- 
tory, and at one of the largest scientific 
meetings ever held under the sponsor- 
ship of the U.N. Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization (UNESCO).

Energy use zooming 


Energy consumption in the United States for heat, light and 


power reached another new high in 1972, notes a Commerce 
Clearing House report. 


Energy equivalent to 72,091 trillion British thermal units 


(BTU) was required to meet the nation's total 1972 needs for 
heat, light and power in all forms. This was a 4.9 per cent 
Increase over 1971 and more than double the 2.4 per cent rise 
from 1970 to 1971. 


Petroleum was the top energy source, supplying 48 per 


cent of all domestic energy demands. Natural gas was next, 
supplying 32 per cent, followed by bituminous coal (17 per 
cent), hydropower (4 per cent), nuclear power (eight-tenths 
of a per cent), and anthracite (two-tenths of a per cent), 
according to the report. 


Coal remained the major fuel for generating electric power, 


but its share of that market dropped from 52 per cent in 1971 
to 51 per cent last year. Total demand for bituminous coal 
and lignite rose 3 3 per cent to 511.2 million tons, with electric 
utilities accounting for 65.6 per cent of all coal consumed in 
1972. 


Threatened shortages of natural gas caused many industri- 


al uses to convert to other fuels, resulting in a modest 2.1 per 
cent increase In natural gas demand in 1972 compared with a 
3.6 per cent rise in 1971. 


Demand for petroleum and natural gas liquids rose 7.3 per 


cent to nearly 6 billion barrels. Demands for fuel oils in 
electricity generation rose 26.5 per cent to 515 million barrels 
while demands in the transportation sector, largest market 
for petroleum, increased 5 8 per cent to 3 2 billion barrels.

D-N.J., said Sunday his subcommittee on 
energy will hold hearings later this 
month "to determine If the energy crisis, 
so totally publicized, might not better be 
called the 'energy cover-up.' "

NEW YORK - Next to walking, prob- 


ably tho best way to sec the United 
States Is by automobile. 


While sightseeing can be exciting, long

Irritate everyone but often distracts 
the driver's attention. 


MOTHER AND DAD usually have three 


choices — try to Ignore the kids, threaten 
them into silence or — the wisest course 
— figure out ways to keep them occupied 
and happy. 


Here are some suggestions, selected 


from a new free booklet called "Travel 
Fun with Trucks" available to the public 
through participating members of the 
National Association of Truck Stop Oper- 
ators: 


• Travel Bingo: Spell Bingo by finding 


the letters on roadway signs and license 
plates. The first one to see "B" says 
Bingo, then everyone looks for "I" and 
so on. The one seeing the most letters 
first wins. 


• Person, Place, Thing: Ask someone 


to name a person, place and thing, then 
use all three in a single sentence. For 


example, George Washington Africa and 
cantaloupe might become "George Wash- 
ington ate a cantaloupe in Africa." Take 
turns, see who can come up with the fun- 
niest combinations. 


• Descriptions: Name a common ob- 


ject beginning with the letter "A" and 
then ask others to describe it with three 
words starting with "b," "c," and "d." 
For example, apple might be "bug, 
crunch, delicious." The next person 
names a word starting with "b" and the 
others describe it with words starting 
with "c," "d,1 and "c" - such as "bear 
— cranky, dangerous, eater." The game 
continues through the alphabet. 


• My Name Is Andy: Think of a name, 


place and object all starting with the let- 
ter "a." The next player does the same 
with the letter "b" and so on. Examples: 
"My name is Andy, I'm going to Alaska 
to get some alligators," "My name is 
Bill, I'm going to Butte to get some ba- 
nanas." The game continues until all but 
one player can no longer think of words 
starting with the assigned letters. 


• Namo the States: See how many 


states starting with the letter "A" each 
player can name, then go on to "B" and 
so on through the alphabet. A parent can 
act as judge by referring to the road 
atlas. 


Winners of the various contests could 


get small prizes — such as a comic book, 
toy or similar reward.

A reduction In the demand for apart- 


ment housing Is apparently the reason 
that the Larwin Multi-Housing Corp. 
abandoned plans to build Tara Village, a 
1,200-unlt apartment complex In Wheel- 
Ing. 


Allen Wclnstcln, president of Lnnvln's 


Midwest Division, said the decision was 
mndo at the corporate level at the home 
offices in California. "A corporate deci- 
sion was made not to go ahead with the 
project," ho said. "It's that the market 
has gotten softer. Other areas arc also 
kind of pulling In their horns a little." 


Wclnstcln said to the best of his knowl- 


edge, the cntlro project has been 
scrapped. Ho said Larwin could not sell 
Its position after having the project ap- 
proved because tho firm never actually 
owned tho property at the southwest cor- 
ncr of Hlntz and Wheeling roads. 


"We have no position to sell or any- 


thing at all," he said. "We merely had 
an option on tho property." 


ACCORDING TO Wclnstcln, Larwin 


had an option to purchase the land from 
August "Gus" Stavros, who still holds an

School district officials agreed 
not to oppose the development in ex- 
change for a $42,000 donation and Lar- 
win's promise to accept storm water 
drainage from Pleasant Run in their re- 
tention basin. 


PRESENTLY, drainage from Pleasant 


Run flows onto the John Mulr School 
site, resulting In ponding on the school 
property. School district officials have 
charged this ponding is a hazard to 
school children. 


Developers of Pleasant Run, in turn, 


charged school district officials filled In 
the school property, preventing the natu- 
ral flow of rain water from the devel- 
opment across the Mulr site. 


When the settlement was reached in 


April, developers of Pleasant Run said 
they would drop a lawsuit against the 
district which charged them with pre- 
venting tho natural.flow of water. It Is 
unknown if the suit will bo reopened be- 
cause of Larwln's abandonment of the 
project. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


said he was quite disappointed that Tara 
plans had been dropped because' they 
also meant the abandonment of plans to 
solve the drainage problems. 


EDWARD GRODSKY, superintendent 


of Dlst. 23, sold he Is hopeful the devel- 
oper? of Pleasant Run will consider put- 
ting In tho proposed drainage system 
anyway. 


According to Wclnstcln, the Tara de- 


velopment Is not the only proposed devel- 
opment affected by the reduction In mar- 
ket demand. "Wheeling wasn't specially 
selected as an area," he said. 


Welnstcln also said it was not uncom- 


mon that proposed developments are 
abandoned before construction starts. 


"This is a common practice hi the de- 


velopment field," he said. "We at- 
tempted to go ahead and the decision 
was mode by corporate headquarters to 
tighten up on multiple housing. We chose 
not to go further."

Savings and loan may be barred from village

Plans for tho Pioneer Savings and 


Loan Association to move to Wheeling 
may have to bo scrapped as a result of 
zoning delays by the village. 


Tho savings and loan has until Jan. 3, 


1374, to erect a now building at the cor- 
ner of Dundee and George roads and 
open It for business. If It docs not meet 
this deadline, Pioneer will lose Its char- 
ter to move to Wheeling. 


Attorney Carlton Lohrcntz, represent- 


ing Pioneer, sold that In order to meet 
tho deadline construction must begin Im- 
mediately. 


Wheeling officials, however, aro now 


asking that tho plans for Pioneer go 
through tho zoning board because ol a 
strict interpretation of tho codes by Bill 


Blcbcr, director of building and zoning. 


Under the current business zoning, tho 


village has a provision for banks. Blcbcr, 
however, has chosen to Interpret tho 
codes literally and maintains that a sav- 
ings and loan company Is not a bank. As 
such, there Is no zoning for a savings and 
loan in village codes. 


Lohrcntz said this strict interpretation 


of zoning codes Is unusual. "One of our 
arguments Is that some other nuburhs 
have tho Identical code and they have 
solved the problem by defining a bank as 
a financial Institution," he said. 


BIEBER WAS unavailable for com- 


ment as to why he chose tho strict inter- 
pretation of tho zoning codes. 


According to Lohrcntz, the village is 


now seeking a review of the zoning codes 


to determine if a savings and loan should 
be considered as a bank for zoning pur- 
poses. He sold this procedure might tdke 
as long as three months, which would 
make It impossible for Pioneer to move 
to Wheeling. 


Lohrcntz said his clients had not ex- 


pected any problem In getting building 
permits for their facility. He said they 
thought they had the proper zoning since 
banks are allowed under the current zon- 
ing for the property. 


The lawyer also said Pioneer has al- 


ready torn down the two abandoned gas 
stations on their property at the two 
southern corners of Dundee and George 
roads. He said on-s corner would be used 
for the new facility and the other would 
bo used for parking. 


BIEBER HAS advocated finding new 


uses for sites now occupied by aban- 
doned gas stations. In fact, last month he 
recommended a lenient Interpretation of 
the zoning codes to allow an auto repair 
clinic to be built at the northwest corner 
of Dundee Road and Milwaukee Avenue. 


The building director recommended 


that the clinic be classified as a public 
garage under the existing zoning rather 
than as a place for automobile storage 
and repair under that designation. This 
lenient Interpretation allows the clinic to 
be built without review by the zoning 
board or village officials. 


When asked if the zoning delays could 


be Interpreted as pressure for a payoff, 
Lohrentz said ho had not been ap- 
proached on this basis. 


"To be quite candid, we expected to be 


approached on that basis, because 
Wheeling is like all the suburbs and 
there Is some graft in all of them," he 
said. "However, we have not been ap- 
proached on that basis." 


HOWEVER, Ervin L. Wiemann, secre- 


tary of the savings and loan, said he has 
learned that there are other savings and 
loan associations that would like to come 
into the village. 
, 


Wiemann said Wheeling Is an excellent 


locationvfor a savings and loan. "There 
isn't a savings and loan in the area," he 
said. "At least not for four or five miles. 
There's definitely a need for one." 


There is currently only one financial in- 


stitution in Wheeling, the Wheeling Trust 
and Savings Bank. 


Fireworks 
ban—attack 
on tradition 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The boom and bang that traditionally 


greeted Independence Day may be a 
thing of the past. 


Earlier this year, the Consumer Pro- 


tection Safety Commission proposed a 
ban on almost all fireworks. 


Should the proposed banning come to 


pass, the explosive souvenirs of Southern 
vacations would no longer plague police 
departments. 


Capt. Maurice English, of the Arling- 


ton Heights police department, said the 
main source of the illegal fireworks is 
families returning from trips to states 
where the explosives still are legal. 


"Every year right after Easter vaca- 


tion we start getting more calls about 
kids with fireworks. They buy them in 
Florida or Georgia and bring them back 
here. Or the father buys a bag of fire- 
crackers for the kids," he said. 


THE ONLY restriction on fireworks 


nationwide currently is a ban on any- 
thing that contains an explosive charge 
in excess of two grains. 


This makes cherry bombs and giant 


firecrackers illegal. However, they con- 
tinue to be available on a bootleg basis. 
There is some doubt that even the pro- 
posed ban would eliminate this market 
entirely. 


Firecracker fans have begun petitions 


to the commission to protest the propos- 
als. 


One petition signed by 70 persons, 


mostly from Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi, said it had been a "tra- 
dition since the founding of our nation to 
celebrate Independence Day with the 
booming of cannons and the display and 
shooting of fireworks." 


"Let us not lose any more of our 


dwindling freedoms," 
the petitioners 


wrote. 


ILLINOIS LAW prohibits devices that 


explode or are propelled by explosions. 
Local ordinances are closely patterned 
after the state law. Sparklers also are on 
the wrong side of the statute. 


However, many neighboring states per- 


mit the sale of firecrackers, skyrockets 
and bottle rockets. Travelers returning 
from Missouri, Kentucky and Indiana 
often bring along a few items to enliven 
the neighborhood on a quiet night. 


Despite reports of roadside stands sell- 


Ing fireworks just across the border in 
Indiana, the Illinois State Police make no 
special surveillance of Illinois residents 
stocking up the contraband. 


"If we stop a car and the devices are 


found, naturally we'll take the appro- 
priate action. But we don't keep a steady 
watch for them coming back," a spokes- 
man for the state police said. 


Area police departments report that 


fireworks are being confiscated from 
juveniles, but In no greater numbers 
than usual. Most cases Involve a youth 
with a few packets of small firecrackers. 


ALTHOUGH rockets, 'crackers and 


sparklers are illegal in Illinois, residents 
can celebrate with smoking and flashing 
items that Ijok just like the real thing. 


Some local stores stock a number 'of 


devices similar hi appearance to the tiny 
bombs. "Magic glowworms," "snakes," 
and caps are offered for sale at the 
check-out counter. 


Other Items offered for sale carry 


warnings to use under adult supervision 
in emergency cases only. Directions for 
one smoke cartridge states, "Light and 
get away."

Now I have learned that many things I 


held as sacrosanct were meaningless rit- 
uals having no place In the modern world 
of motoring. 


If you learned to drive prior to six 


years ago, you can Join mo in this latest 
episode of future shock: brake with your 
left foot. 


STILL ADLE to absorb more punish- 


ment? Well, now the neophyte driver no 
longer has to parallel park to earn his 
license. 


George Gattas, Prospect High School 


athletic director and supervisor of driver 
education, was to be the dcbunker of ear- 
lier teachings. 


He stood on the Prospect parking lot 


early one morning last week to explain 
tho program. Although It was noticeably 
chilly, he seemed perfectly warm In his 
gym teacher tec-shirt, slacks and gym 
shoes. I thought at first the shoes were a 
carryover many coaches affect during 
tho off season. Later, I was to learn they 
were necessary. 


He explained tho program is divided 


Into four phases: class room, simulator, 
closed course and behind the wheel (or 
BTW as it is known by tho men who ride 
the suicide scat with the novice drivers). 


THE FIRST REAL jolt to my educa- 


tion cnme as I watched Gattas strap the 
student driver warning Jgns to tho cars. 
None of those "low price three" for these 
kids. They wore going to learn In stylo. 


Lined up in tho early morning sun 


were two Rivicras, an Electra and an 
Olds 88. 


Students confined to the closed course 


would have to make do with Novas, Cen- 
turies, Montcgo or LTD. 


(A check with Bill Cook Bulck, Arling- 


ton Heights, revealed he supplies the lux- 
ury cars because the demand for smaller 
cars is too great to consign them to stu- 
dents. The cars used arc then sold at 
$200 below Invoice price, said Don Cook, 
sales manager.) 


Gattas said the students prefer tho 


smaller cars for driving on the course. 
But, for the streets, there's nothing like a 
Detroit Dream. 


My turn for the boat ride would come 


late, first stop was the classroom. 


TONY LANZARATTA Is' a summer 


driving Instructor. It was his minor at 
Illinois State University. 


The students were in for a treat this 


morning. To break up the monotony of 
lectures In summer school, Lanzaratta 
had some slides to show. 


The slides were supposed to give the 


students new perceptions — looking for 
the unexpected. 


One hour of zig-zag lines, checks and 


squares all jumping around and chang- 
ing while I tried to look at them. An hour 
later, my retinas barely recovered, found 
me in a driving simulator. 


The Idea Is to have a mock-up of a car 


with tho appropriate wheels, pedals and 
controls. The instructor shows a movie 
and tho students are supposed to "drive" 
along. 


A computer, attached to the simulator, 


registers evcrytlme an error is made. 


In reality, the simulators look like a 


bump-urn car with a pinball machine 
hooked up to the dash. Do something 
wrong and tho appropriate sign lights up. 


THE FILM was swell. John Drury, 


channel 7's nco news announcer, took us 
for a rldo through Des Plalnes, Wlnnetka 
and Highland Park. 


It showed an old girl friend's house 


and the site of my first traffic ticket. 


After 45 minutes of watching for care- 


less delivery men and children chasing 
balls into the street, John had us "driv- 
ers" "pull" into an angle parking place 
In Highland Park. He left us there. 


Next stop for me was the enclosed 


course where the students drive around 
the parking lot and practice manuevers. 


I was somewhat envious of these "in- 


termediate" cars the kids got to tool 
around in. The North Shore high school I 
attended gave us Corvairs (remember 
them) with governors that limited speeds 
to under 15 m.p.h. 


I watched with Gattas as the Buicks, 


Chevys, LTD's and Montegos made left 
and right turns. 


Whatiabout my old nemesis, parallel 


parking? 
. "We set up some.pylons where they 
can practice. But not too much. It isn't 
on the tests anymore," Gattas said. 


My contemporaries and myself consid- 


ered the drivers test as rites of passage 
toward manhood. Parallel parking was 
our ordeal by fire. Now they don't even 
test it. No wonder this younger gener- 
ation is getting soft. 


"T-BACKING MANEUVERS" were on 


tap. This replaced the Incomprehensible 
"three point turn about" I practiced for 
hours. Just more evidence of decadence. 


I soon saw the necessity for the gym 


shoes worn by Gattas. 


He called one car in to practice the 


move. 


"Look out. She can't control the car," 


he said as he displayed some fancy foot 
work while grabbing a pylon out of 
harm's way. 


Around and 'round the cars went while 


Gattas watched for proper techniques 
such as hand over hand wheel turns and 
using the turn signal. 


"Sometimes it gets pretty hairy out 


here. You should have been here last 
week. The first time behind a wheel and 
there were cars all over the place. We've 
hnd some accidents, but we're lucky. At 
Wheeling they had a car totaled on the 
course," he said. 


I rejoined Lanzaratta for my last hour: 


a ride with the students on the street. 


"YOU'RE LUCKY. These guys are 


good drivers," he said. 


They were, too. No shocks, thrills, 


chills or spills. A little harsh with the 
brakes, but... 


They were using their left foot to 


brake. 


Lanzaratta said calmly, "We teach left 


foot braking now. We used to worry 
about confusion when they drove with a 
clutch, but not any more. We start them 
with the.foot just touching the brake, 
then they can later put it to one side." 


Blasphemy. 
I called the Illinois State Police when I 


returned to the office. Those precision 
drivers would set the world right. 


NO DICE. In the academy where 


troopers are taught high performance 
driving they use either foot. 


I called drivers testing stations to get 


the answer to the preposterous situation 
of no parallel parking required for a li- 
cense. 


Libertyville doesn't require it. (But 


again, it never did. Some faint heart 
souls got tested there for just that rea- 
son.) 


Elgin doesn't require it. 
Even Elston Avenue, the driver's test-

far exceed the number of students. 
School officials have decided to operate 
only two of the schools until the student 
population Increases. 


The Community Relations Committee

months. 


The committee will recommend a 


course of action to the school board who 
will make the final decision.

Those cornfields ain't what they used to be. .

There's a major new suburb springing 


up In the cornfields of northeastern Pala- 
tine Township. It has half a dozen differ- 
ent names, and within the next few 
months, It could have a population of 
18,000 persons — all apartment dwellers. 


Tho fastest-growing comer of Cook 


County Is destined to become the serene 
retreat of harried city folks, who see 
their escape via the recently completed 
III. Rio. S3 expressway. 


"That's the whole cause of It," sold 


Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
secretary Paul Marcy, pointing to the 
four-lane divided highway on his zoning 
map. But officials of surrounding In- 
corporated suburbs put the blame for the 
vast growth on the zoning board itself. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENTS have virtual- 


ly no power to stop zoning change 
requests In unincorporated areas, and 
their repeated objections to the county 
zoning officials have had few successes 
at stopping the zoning changes. 


"The county Is giving much higher 


density than cither Buffalo Grave or Ar- 
lington Heights would ever tolerate," 
said Buffalo Grove Village Prcs. Gary 
Armstrong. 


Density — the number of apartments 


that a developer Is allowed to build per 
acre on his property — is only one sore 
spot with the surrounding villages of Pal- 
atine, Arlington Heights and 
Buffalo 


Grove. 


"There arc an awful lot of people being 


injected into the area, and all kinds of 
public services ore locking," complained 
Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh. 


BUFFALO GROVE is most worried 


about flooding from the developments, 
particularly between County Line Road 
and Dundee Road along III. Rte. 53. 
Branches of Buffalo Creek run through 
several of the developments, and Buffalo 
Grove residents live downstream. 


One of the projects that created the 


greatest concern with Buffalo Grove Is 
called Hidden Creek, a 96-acre apart- 
ment condominium and business devel- 
opment along Rte. 53. Buffalo Creek cuts 
across the development. 


Several of the projects, which contain a 


mix of lownhouscs, condominium apart- 
ments, high-rise apartments and single- 
family homes, arc already under con-

structlon. The largest, Ivy Glen, is being 
built on 120 acres of land on an L-shaped 
section between Baldwin Road and Long 
Grove Road, going from Lake-Cook Road 
to Gardenia Lane on the south. The prop- 
erty once was the Otto Blttncr farm. 


When the Blttncr farm is transformed 


into the $50 million Ivy Glen complex, it 
will have 2,606 dwelling units and a popu- 
lation Of 6,500 to 8,000. 


NEXT DOOR, just east of Ivy Glen, is 


the 77-acrc Hidden Creek residential de- 
velopment, which will house 4,075 when it 
is built. Hidden Creek developers re- 
ceived the necessary zoning change 
from the county earlier this year. 


Kassuba Trace apartments are going 


up south of the Ivy Glen development, on 


' 40 acres bordering the Weldner Egg and 


Poultry Farm. It will have 660 units and 
approximately 2,000 to 3,000 residents. 


Another development, Las Haciendas, 


was recently approved and will have a 
population of 1,065 when built. The con- 
dominium apartment complex is west of 
Rte. S$ between Hidden Creek and Ivy 
Glen. 


Randvllle Estates is a 92-acre devel- 


opment nearer to Palatine borders, on 
Rand Rood west of Baldwin Road. For- 
merly dubbed Trafalgar Terrace, con- 
dominium apartments and homes will be 
Included in the 1,096 units in the devel- 
opment. 


THESE PROJECTS, either under con- 


struction or recently approved, are only 


a few of the sections in this corner of 
Palatine Township slated for high-den- 
sity apartment development. Others re- 
ceived the rezoning several years ago, 
but have not started construction yet for 
financial reasons or other causes. 


Even without the proposed devel- 


opments that could be built but haven't 
been started yet, this area will probably 
have a population of 18,000 to 20,000 with- 
in the next five years. And the potential 
affect on the developments and surround- 
ing communities may be 
"absolute 


chaos," according to Palatine Village 
President Wendell Jones. 


"The county zoning board has put 


more emphasis on expediency and poll- 
tics than they do on impact on the local 
communities," complained Jones. 


Unless one of the three neighboring vil- 


lages annex the apartments growing up

Some local residents in 
unincorporated parts of the township 
have already complained about in- 
adequate police services from the coun- 
ty. 


County police will "watch the crime 


statistics" after developments in this 
area open, said County Chief Edmund 
Dobbs. The area "could be part of a 
beat, or with increasing crime, could be 
a beat in and of itself," the chief ex- 
plained. A beat Is the area one patrol- 
man cruises during his shift. 


Manpower to police the projected popu- 


lation will probably come from other 
areas of the county. Personnel 
are 


shifted when other parts of the county 
are annexed into local police districts. 
And there's always the possibility that 
this region will-get annexed, Dobbs sug- 
gested. 


Developers have several advantages In 


building in unincorporated areas. They 
have one less level of government to 
work through and have lower taxes, 
since they do not have to pay taxes to 
the local municipal government. But the 
biggest single advantage is the devel- 
oper's chances of getting a higher den- 
sity, and a resulting higher income, than

Fireworks 
ban—attack 
on tradition 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The boom and bang that traditionally 


greeted Independence Day may be a 
thing of the past. 


Earlier this year, the Consumer Pro- 


tection Safety Commission proposed-a 
ban on almost all fireworks. 


Should the proposed banning, come to • 


pass, the explosive souvenirs of Southern 
vacations would no longer plague police 
departments. 


Capt. Maurice English, of the Arling- 


ton Heights police department, said the 
main source of the illegal fireworks is 
families returning from trips to states 
where the explosives still are legal. 


"Every year right after Easter vaca- 


tion we start getting more calls about 
kids with fireworks. They buy them in 
Florida or Georgia and bring them back 
here. Or the father buys a bag of fire- 
crackers for the kids," he said. 


THE ONLY restriction on fireworks 


nationwide currently is a ban on any- 
thing that contains an explosive charge 
in excess of two grains. 


This makes cherry bombs and giant 


firecrackers illegal. However, they con- 
tinue to be available on a bootleg basis. 
There Is some doubt that even the pro- 
posed ban would eliminate this market 
entirely. 
Firecracker fans have begun petitions 


to the commission to protest the propos- 
als. 


One petition signed by 70 persons, 


mostly from Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi, said it had been a "tra- 
dition since the founding of our nation to 
celebrate Independence Day with the 
booming of cannons and the display and 
shooting of fireworks." 


"Let us not lose any more of our 


dwindling freedoms," 
the 
petitioners 


wrote. 


ILLINOIS LAW prohibits devices that 


explode or are propelled by explosions. 
Local ordinances are closely patterned 
after the state law. Sparklers also are on 
the wrong side of the statute. 


However, many neighboring states per- 


mit the sale of firecrackers, skyrockets 
and bottle rockets. Travelers returning 
from Missouri, Kentucky and Indiana 
often bring along a few items to enliven 
the neighborhood on a quiet night. 


Despite reports of roadside stands sell- 


ing fireworks Just across the border in 
Indiana, the Illinois State Police make no 
special surveillance of Illinois residents 
stocking up the contraband. 


"If we stop a car and the devices are 


found, naturally we'll take the appro- 
priate action. But we don't keep a steady 
watch for them coming back," a spokes? 
man for the state police said. 
' 


Area police departments report that: 


fireworks are being confiscated from 
juveniles, but in no greater numbers 
than usual. Most cases involve a youth 
with a few packets of small firecrackers'. • 


ALTHOUGH rockets, 'crackers and .* 


sparklers are illegal in Illinois, residents 
can celebrate with smoking and flashing 
items that look just like the real thing. 


Some local stores stock a number of 


devices similar in appearance to the tiny 
bombs. "Magic glowworms," "snakes," 
and caps are offered for sale at the 
check-out counter. 


Other items offered for sale carry 


warnings to use under adult supervision 
in emergency cases only. Directions for 
one smoke cartridge states, "Light and 
get away."

villages would probably allow. Also, 
more open farmland Is available at a 
lower sale price In the unincorporated 
areas. 


So o developer can build at less cost 


and realize a greater profit by construct- 
ing his units outslda local municipal 
boundaries. 


"It's Irresponsible of the builders to 


lake advantage of the situation," -Walsh 
said, because the lack of public services, 
particularly nearby fire and police, will 
ultimately hurt the people who move Into 
the development. 


SOME EARLIER developers have built 


their projects In an unincorporated area, 
then come to the nearby village for an- 
nexation. This creates special problems 
for the local municipality, as they are 
faced with the plum of n high tax in- 
come, but the thorn of a development 
built under county building codes that 
differ from the village's codes and stan- 
dards. 


"We feel that apartment complexes 


this size should bo In incorporated 
nrcos," said Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. 
Dan Larson. 


Jones. Palatine village president, be- 


lieves such projects should be annexed 
before they are oven developed. But 
would the village annex these areas after 
they're built? 


"We haven't defined our boundaries 


yet." Jones said, adding that the village 
plan commission now Is updating Its 
master plan. 


LO GHOVE president Arm- 


strong was also noncommittal about his 
village annexing some or all of the major 
developments. 


"If we cxpnnd that way, we could an- 


nex It. We do go there," Armstrong said. 
Does Buffalo Grove want It? "It's really 
hard to say. There arc some reasons to 
annex It, from a financial standpoint," 
Armstrong said. 


Walsh said he had absolutely no Inter- 


est In annexing the developments to />r- 
llngton Heights. The village has an Indus- 
(rial park bordering the developments 
across lite. S3. 


"I have no Interest In It at all. It would 


dilute our resources." Walsh said. The 
one major advantage for Arlington 


Heights If it did annex the area, Walsh 
said, would be the village's ability to 
deal with problems that come up be- 
tween the village and the new apartment 
area. 


AS IT IS, there will be no good avenue 


for solving problems between residents 
of the unincorporated area and Arlington 
Heights, he said. 


Residents of the developments will 


have a Palatine mailing address, but 
their closest levels of government will be 
Palatine Township and Cook County. 


Fcrndolc Heights Utility Company, a 


privately owned sewer and water com- 
pany, will service most of the devel- 
opments. Roads within each project will 
be built by the developer and will either 
be maintained by the building owners or 
by Palatine Township. 


School-age children will eventually at- 


tend an elementary school in the Ivy 
Glen complex and a high school just 
north of Palatine. 


NEITHER THE grade school nor high 


school Is under construction yet. They 
arc planned to be completed between 
1073 and 1076. Until then, elementary 
school youngsters who move Into the de- 
velopments will be bused to Rolling 
Meadows, and high school youths will at- 
tend Fremd or Palatine high schools. 


Shoppers who might otherwise go to 


surrounding villages for their purchases 
arc expected to take Rtc. 53 to the Wood- 
field complex Instead. Grocery stores 
and small specialty shops arc already 
planned for some of the developments, 
particularly along Dundee Road. 


In fact, the corner of Palatine Town- 


ship Is starting to look very much like a 
suburban city. Real problems aren't ex- 
pected to surface for another five or 10 
years. But the construction is under way 
in unit after unit of condominium apart- 
ments. Sometimes, even the county zon- 
ing board has second thoughts about its 
recent rczoning. 


During a recent January hearing for 


the Hidden Creek development, one zon- 
ing commissioner asked, "There's 240 
acres already zoned multifumily. Do you 
consider It wise planning to zone another

"Yes," the developer replied, "This 


will always be a tax plus to the commu- 
nity."

Into four phases: class room, simulator, 
closed course and behind the wheel (or 
BTW as It Is known by the men who ride 
the suicide seat with the novice drivers). 


TUB FIRST REAL jolt to my educa- 


tion came as I watched Gnttas strap the 
student driver warning signs to the cars. 
None of those "low price three" for these 
kids. They were going to learn In style. 


Lined up In Ihe early morning sun 


were two Rlvieras, an Elcctra and an 
Olds 88. 


Students confined to the closed course 


would have to make do with Novas, Cen- 
turies, Montcgo or LTD. 


(A check with Bill Cook Buick, Arling- 


ton Heights, revealed he supplies the lux- 
ury cars because the demand for smaller 
cars is too great to consign them to stu- 
dents. The cars used are then sold at 
$200 below Invoice price, said Don Cook, 
sales manager.) 


Gattas said the students prefer the 


smaller cars for driving on the course. 
But, for the streets, there's nothing like a 
Detroit Dream. 


My turn for the boat ride would come 


late, first stop was the classroom. 


TONY LANZARATTA is a summer 


driving Instructor. It was his minor at 
Illinois State University. 


The students were in for a treat this 


morning. To break up the monotony of 
lectures in summer school, Lanzaratta 
had some slides to show. 


The slides were supposed to give the 


students new perceptions — looking for 
the unexpected. 


One hour of zig-zag lines, checks and 


squares all jumping around and chang- 
ing while I tried to look at them. An hour 
later, my retinas barely recovered, found 
me In a driving simulator. 


The Idea Is to have a mock-up of a car 


with the appropriate wheels, pedals and 
controls. The instructor shows a movie 
and the students are supposed to "drive" 
along. 


A computer, attached to the simulator, 


registers cvcrytlmc an error Is made. 


In reality, the simulators look like a 


bump-urn car with a plnball machine 
hooked up to the dash. Do something 
wronu and the appropriate sign lights up. 


THE FILM was swell. John Drury, 


channel 7's ace news announcer, took us 
for a ride through Des Plaines, Winnetka 
and Highland Park. 


It showed an old girl friend's house 


and the site of my first traffic ticket. 


After 45 minutes of watching for care- 


less delivery men and children chasing 
balls into the street, John had us "driv- 
ers" "pull" into an angle parking place 
in Highland Park. He left us there. 


Next stop for me was the enclosed 


course where the students drive around 
the parking lot and practice manuevers. 


I was somewhat envious of these "in- 


termediate" cars the kids got to tool 
around in. The North Shore high school I 
attended gave us Corvairs (remember 
them) with governors that limited speeds 
to under 15 m.p.h. 


I watched with Gattas as the Buicks, 


Chevys, LTD's and Montegos made left 
and right turns. 


What about my old nemesis, parallel 


parking? 


"We set up some pylons where they 


can practice. But not too much. It Isn't 
on the tests anymore," Gattas said. 


My contemporaries and myself consid- 


ered the drivers test as rites of passage 
toward manhood. Parallel parking was 
our ordeal by fire. Now they don't even 
test it. No wonder this younger gener- 
ation is getting soft. 


"T-BACKING MANEUVERS" were on 


tap. This replaced the incomprehensible 
"three point turn about" I practiced for 
hours. Just more evidence of decadence. 


I soon saw the necessity for the gym 


shoes worn by Gattas. 


He called one car in to practice the 


move. 


"Look out. She can't control the car," 


he said as he displayed some fancy foot 
work while grabbing a pylon out of 
harm's way. 


Around and 'round the cars went while 


Gattas watched for proper techniques 
such as hand over hand wheel turns and 
using the turn signal. • 


"Sometimes it gets pretty hairy out 


here. You should have been here last 
week. The first time behind a wheel and 
there were cars all over the place. We've 
had some accidents, but we're lucky. At 
Wheeling they had a car totaled on the 
course," he said. 


I rejoined Lanzaratta for my last hour: 


a ride with the students on the street. 


"YOU'RE LUCKY. These guys are 


good drivers," he said. 


They were, too. No shocks, thrills, 


chills or spills. A little harsh with the 
brakes, but... 


They were using their left foot to 


brake. 


Lanzaratta said calmly, "We teach left 


foot braking now. We used to worry 
about confusion when they drove with a 
clutch, but not any more. We start them 
with the foot just touching the brake, 
then they can later put it to one side." 


Blasphemy. 
I called the Illinois State Police when I 


returned to the office. Those precision 
drivers would set the world right. 


NO DICE. In the academy where 


troopers are taught high performance 
driving they use either foot. 


I called drivers testing stations to get 


the answer to the preposterous situation 
of no parallel parking required for a li- 
cense.

Libertyville doesn't require it. (But 


again, it never did. Some faint heart 
souls got tested there for just that rea- 
son.) 


Elgin doesn't require it. 
Even Elston Avenue, the driver's test- 


ing station of high school nightmares, 
hasn't required it for over a year. 


Ever since that day, I have occasion- 


ally been subject to spastic contortion 
while I struggle to get my left foot onto 
the brake. 


It's no use. The conditioning Is just too 


strong. 


I think I'll just f,'o back to the simula- 


tor and wait for John Drury to get me 
out of Highland Park. 
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Legal curbs turning Fourth 'bang9 into a whimper?

Tho boom and bang that traditionally 


greeted Independence Day may be a 
thing of (ho past. 


Earlier this year, tho Consumer Pro- 


tection Safety Commission proposed a 
ban on almost all fireworks. 


Should Iho proposed banning come to 


pass, tho explosive souvenirs of Southern 
vacations would no longer plague police 
departments. 


Capt. Maurice English, of tho Arling- 


ton Heights police department, said the 
main source of tho Illegal fireworks Is 
families returning from trips to states 
whcro tho explosives still arc legal. 


"Every year right after Easter vaca- 


tion wo start getting more calls about 


kids with fireworks. They buy them In 
Florida or Georgia and bring them back 
here. Or the father buys a bag of fire- 
crackers for tho kids," he said.' 


THE ONLY restriction on fireworks 


nationwide currently is a ban- on any- 
thing that contains an explosive charge 
in excess of two grains. 


This makes cherry bombs and giant 


firecrackers Illegal. However, they con- 
tinue to be available on a bootleg basis. 
There is some doubt that even the pro- 
posed ban would eliminate this market 
entirely. 


Firecracker fans have begun petitions 


to tho commission to protest the propos- 
als. 


One petition signed by 70 persons, 


mostly from Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi, said it had been a "tra- 
dition since the founding of our nation to 
celebrate Independence Day with the 
booming of cannons and the display and 
shooting of fireworks." 


"Let us not lose any more of our 


dwindling freedoms," 
the petitioners 


wrote. 


ILLINOIS LAW prohibits devices that 


explode or are propelled by explosions. 
Local ordinances are closely patterned 
after the state law. Sparklers also are on 
the wrong side of the statute. 


However, many neighboring states per- 


mit the sale of firecrackers, skyrockets 
and bottle rockets. Travelers returning 
from Missouri, Kentucky and Indiana 


often bring along a few items to enliven 
the neighborhood on a quiet night. 


Despite reports of roadside stands sell- 


ing fireworks just across the border in 
Indiana, the Illinois State Police moke no 
special surveillance of Illinois residents 
stocking up the contraband. 


"If we stop a car and the devices are 


found, naturally we'll take the appro- 
priate action. But we don't keep a steady 
watch for them coming back," a spokes- 
man for the state police said. 


Area police departments report that 


fireworks arc being confiscated from 
juveniles, but in no greater numbers 
than usual Most cases involve a youth 
with a few packets of small firecrackers. 


ALTHOUGH rockets, 'crackers and 


sparklers are illegal in Illinois, residents 
can celebrate with smoking and flashing 
items that look just like the real thing. 


Some local stores stock a number of 


devices similar in appearance to the tiny 
bombs. "Magic glowworms," "snakes," 
and caps arc offered for sate at the 
check-out counter. 


Other items offered for sale carry 


warnings to use under adult supervision 
in emergency cases only. Directions for 
one smoke cartridge states, "Ught and 
get away." 


No matter what regulations become 


law, it is doubtful the Fourth ever will be 
celebrated with a whimper Instead of a 
bang.

It's a park 
district 
love affair

For Elk Grove Village residents, the 


park district is as much a part of their 
daily lives as bread and butter. 


Serving approximately 25,000 residents 


with recreational programs and facil- 
ities, park district officials estimate that 
each Elk Grove resident participates in 
some way, at some time in the year, in 
park district activities. 


There are a few reasons for the grow- 


ing "love affair" between old and young 
residents of the village and the park dis- 
trict. 


"No matter what their age, people in 


the village are relying more and more on 
the park district for outside recreation 
after they come home from a long day at 
work, on weekends, and during then- va- 
cations. People want to get out," said 
Jack Claes, director of parks and recrea- 
tion. 


According to various surveys, Elk 


Grove has one of the most popular and 
successful park districts in the northwest 
suburbs. Claes attributes the successful 
development of the park district along 
with the community to the outstanding 
coordination between the district's board 
members and the administrative staff. 


"OUR BOARD members were elected 


when the administrative staff was hired. 
This was in 1966, when the park district 
was founded. So they all learned to work 
and plan together," said Claes. 


Claes explained that most park dis- 


tricts begin with one group of people 
serving as administrators and board 
members. When the time comes to dis- 
tribute the responsibilities to two sepa- 
rate groups of people, animosity often re- 
sults. 


"We've followed the master plan for the 


park district that was drawn up for us 
seven years ago by people at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. That, along with attitude 
and interest surveys of the people in the 
village, gave us tools of professional 
guidance," he said. 


Originally starting out with seven 


parks and expanding to 12, the original 
park district master plan is being up- 
dated for park development in the un-

Various park sites arc planned In this 


new area, and construction will begin 
soon. 


"That's another reason why the park 


district has been so successful. We have 
excellent cooperation from the village. 
They have given us the land we need to 
develop parks. So with everyone working 
together, we've done a lot since 106<5," 
Clacs said. 


Park district development Is hardly at 


o stopping point. Park facility expansion 
and modification is planned to be com- 
pleted by next summer under a recently 
approved bond referendum for $310,000. 


TENNIS COURTS, baseball diamonds, 


playgrounds and picnic areas, lighted 
fields and equipment areas will be added 
to most of the area parks. 


"We're keeping a close watch on facll- 


Itlcs; keeping them In good shape and 
improving them, but our programming is 
what attracts most people," Clacs said. 


Park district programming has extend- 


ed to about 73 summer programs and 120 
fall-winter programs this year. With 
2.030 residents enrolled In summer pro- 
grams, "we don't and can't afford to 
give our prime time and efforts only to 
sports activities, so we offer a balanced 
share of crafts and other recreational ac- 
tivities as well," he said. 


Because there Is a large number of 


adult programs to meet the large flow of 
adult participation, programs like Worn- 
en's Rest and Relaxation, and Crafts for 
Senior Citizens are being offered. 


"Whether it's on a field or In a pool, 


people of all ages arc participating in 
some kind of activity," Clacs said.

THE PARK DISTRICT hires about 300

With 12-month residential program- 


ming doubled In the past year and a half, 
the park district will be adopting another 
new programming concept In the fall to 
involve working members of the industri- 
al park In the village. 


"Many of the workers in the Industrial 


park nre involved In our recreational ac- 
tivities already. We would like to give 
them a chance for recreation right after 
their dally shifts let out, so we're going 
to begin a new program for them hope- 
fully In October," Clacs said. 


SOFTBALL. VOLLEYBALL, chess and 


checker leagues arc among those being 
considered for the special industrial park 
activities. The fall will also see the first 
formation of a major competitive boys' 
football league in the park district pro- 
gramming. 


"Elk Grove Is a blend of a residential

Grand Forest preserve near Ballard and 
Rand Roads in Des Plaines after Miss 
Graf, who told police the suspects shot 
at her but missed, went to the road and 
hailed a passing motorist who alerted po- 
lice. 


The girl, who lived at a local psy- 


chological treatment center, Incentives 
Inc., 2424 Dempster St., is still under 
constant police watch at an undisclosed 
location. 


Bollacker, who lived in a west side Chi- 


cago apartment at the time of his death, 
was reportedly involved in a love 
triangle with the girl and one of the sus- 
pects. An argument apparently started 
the night of the slaying after the couple 
announced they were planning to be mar- 
ried, police said.

Schaumburg High School was designed 
for 2,500 students but has an enrollment 
of only 2,100.-He questioned why Hanover 
Park students must attend Conant if 
there is room for them at Schaumburg. 


"I just wanted to throw these thoughts 


out," said Vangsness, who added he was 
speaking for his Hanover Park neigh- 
bors. Vangsness said the question came 
up during the election campaign last 
April but Hanover Park residents don't 
feel they have an answer. 


Vangsness asked board members if 


they had given enough thought to attend- 
ance boundaries for Schaumburg and Co- 
nant high schools. 


"It just seems to the taxpayer out 


there that it Is not economical to move 
students 7& miles when there is a school 
four miles away," he said. 


According to school officials, Schaum- 


burg High School was designed for 2,500 


students but the actual capacity of the 
school is only 2,100. 


SCHAUMBURG HI^II School was de- 


signed and built by the state in 1970 be- 
cause Dlst. 211 did not have enough 
bonding power to finance construction of 
the school Itself. While the school was 
being constructed the state made some 
reductions in the building which lowered 
its capacity to about 2,100. 


Board member Robert Seger said In 


the case of Hoffman Estates High School, 
"we are in control of our destiny. We 
weren't in control of our destiny" at 
Schaumburg. 


"Schaumburg High School was not the 


high school that the board of education 
would have built," Seger said. When 
Schaumburg was designed and built by 
the state Dist. 211 officials were "virtual- 
ly locked out" of planning for the school, 
he said. 


IN OTHER action, the board approved 


the district's membership in the Illinois 
High School Association, a state-wide or- 


ganization that regulates sports, music 
and speech contests. 


Several board members objected to 


membership in the association, saying 
IHSA rules are too restrictive. Principals 
Leonard Newendorp of Palatine High 
School and Carl Weimer of Schaumburg 
High School addressed the board, telling 
the history of the association and the ad- 
vantages the district receives as a mem- 
ber. 


The association forms sports leagues 


for the member districts, they said, 
checks the eligibility of players and es- 
tablishes uniform rules for all sports, 
music and speaking events. Weimer said 
the rules protect the coach and the play- 
er from being forced to forfeit a game 
because the player was ineligible. 


Newendorp said the association is the 


largest group of its kind in Illinois that 
establishes leagues for its members. 


"It's the only game in town," he said. 


The board approved membership but Se- 


ger saying "we have no alternative," 
voted against it. 


THE BOARD also told the Dist. 211 ad- 


ministration to go ahead with its plans to 
offer a one semester course in consumer 
education this fall with a request from 
Seger that the administration investigate; 
more alternatives for the state required 
program. 
• 


Several board members have voiced 


concern that expanding the nine-week 
program to a full semester may cause 
scheduling problems for some students. 
The nine-week course is required of all 
students by the state in order to gradual 
ate. 


Teachers in the district said a nine- 


week course is too brief to cover all the 
material in the consumer 
education 


course. 


"We felt there was a lot of worthwhile 


material that everybody needed," said 
Olga Smith, chairman of the business 
education department at Conant High 
School. 


Millions for flood control 
llth-hour OK for Salt Creek aid bill 


After months of political maneuvering, 


the Illinois General Assembly has passed 
a multl-mllllon-dollar appropriation to 
build food-control structures on the Salt 
Creek. 


The bill was passed in the frantic, last- 


minute actions of the legislature during 
the weekend. 


John Gulllou, director of the state divi- 


sion of waterways, said Monday that if 
Gov. Daniel Walker signs the bill, con- 
tracts can be bid immediately and con- 
struction work can start soon., 


Walker has expressed support for the 


flood control program in the past. 


GUILLOU SAID the amount of work 


that can begin depends on how much

flood controls as part of a $20 million 
state flood control appropriation bill. 


Originally, Walker had proposed a $9.1 


million state program, with $3.1 million 
for the Upper Salt Creek, north of Devon 
Ave. The Senate amended the bill to 
about $40 million, with more than $5 mil- 
lion for Salt Creek. 


The house took the Senate's $40 million 


bill and reduced it to about $20 million. A 
conference committee of members of the 
Senate and House met over the weekend 
and worked out the final form of the bill. 


GUILLOU SAID no copies of the final 


amendments to the bill were distributed 
so he is not aware what the exact amoun 
ts available are. 


Guillou said his department will soon 


receive the design plans for the Busse 
Woods retention basin, the largest in the 


Upper Salt Creek Watershed flood control 
program. The plans were done under an 
emergency appropriations bill approved 
by former Gov. Richard Ogilvic last 
January. 


The Upper Salt Creek program is a 


$26,5 million project designed to reduce 


flooding on the creek by up to 90 per 
cent. 


Approval for federal funds totaling 


$11.8 million still Is being sought. A reso- 
lution to approve the funds is now being 
prepared for the Congressional public 
works committees.

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Legal curbs turning Fourth 'bang' into a whimper?

The boom and bang that traditionally 


greeted Independence Day may be a 
thing of tho put. 


Earlier this year, tho Consumer Pro- 


tection Safety Commission proposed a 
ban on almost all fireworks. 


Should tho proposed banning come to 


pass, tho explosive souvenirs of Southern 
vacntlona would no longer plague police 
departments. 


Copt. Maurice English, of the Arling- 


ton Heights police department, said the 
main source of tho Illegal fireworks is 
families returning from trips to states 
where tho explosives still are legal. 


"Every year right after Easter vaca- 


tion wo start getting more calls about 


kids with fireworks. They buy them in 
Florida or Georgia and'brlng them back 
here. Or the father buys a bag of fire- 
crackers for the kids," he said. 


THE ONLY restriction on fireworks 


nationwide currently Is a ban on any- 
thing that contains an explosive charge 
in excess of two grains. 


This makes cherry bombs and giant 


firecrackers Illegal. However, they con- 
tinue to be available on a bootleg basis. 
There is some doubt that even the pro- 
posed ban would eliminate this market 


• entirely. 


Firecracker fans have begun petitions 


to the commission to protest the propos- 
als. 


One petition signed by 70 persons, 


mostly from Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi, said it had been a "tra- 
dition since the founding of our nation to 
celebrate Independence Day with the 
booming of cannons and the display and 
shooting of fireworks." 


"Let us not lose any more of our 


dwindling freedoms," the petitioners 
wrote. 


ILLINOIS LAW prohibits devices that 


explode or are propelled by explosions. 
Local ordinances are closely patterned 
after the state law. Sparklers also are on 
the wrong side of the statute. 


However, many neighboring states per- 


mit the sale of firecrackers, skyrockets 
and bottle rockets. Travelers returning 
from Missouri, Kentucky and Indiana 


often bring along a few items to enliven 
the neighborhood on a quiet night. 


Despite reports of roadside stands sell- 


ing fireworks just across the border In 
Indiana, the Illinois State Police make no 
special surveillance of Illinois residents 
stocking up the contraband. 


"If we stop a car and the devices are 


found, naturally we'll take the appro- 
priate action. But we don't keep a steady 
watch for them coming back," a spokes- 
man for the state police said. 


Area police departments report that 


fireworks are being confiscated from 
juveniles, but in no greater numbers 
than usual. Most cases Involve a youth 
with a few packets of small firecrackers. 


ALTHOUGH rockets, 'crackers and 


sparklers are illegal in Illinois, residents 
can celebrate with smoking and flashing 
items that look just like the real thing. . 


Some local stores stock a number of 


devices similar In appearance to the tiny 
bombs. "Magic glowworms," "snakes,!' 
and caps are offered for sale at the 
check-out counter. 


Other items offered for sale carry 


warnings to use under adult supervision 
in emergency cases only. Directions for 
one smoke cartridge states, "Light and 
get away." 


No matter what regulations become 


law, it Is doubtful the Fourth ever will be 
celebrated with a whimper instead of a 
bang.

through your elected representatives. 
That voice (rejecting the request for a 
public hearing) has just spoken." 


JONES SAID the board "feels we have 


weighed the merits and demerits of tho 
police chief. We have done it in such a 
way that we want a new police chief. It 
is the right of the board to do that." 


A vote on a motion made by minority 


members of the village board to hold a 
public hearing was rejected 5-2. Voting 
against the hearing were Jones and 
trustees Bryan P. Coughlin Jr., Robert J. 
Guss Jr., Richard W. Fonte and James 
L. Shaw, all Republicans. Voting for the 
hearing were trustees Clayton W. Brown 
and Fred H. Zajonc, members of the Vil- 
lage Independent Party.

trustees, calling for a public Listen-In to 
explain the reasons for ousting Centner, 
was referred to committee. 


FOLLOWING THE vote, Siegmar Olas 


Schneider, 44 S. Winston Drive, who in- 
itiated the petitions seeking a hearing, 
vowed to continue his efforts. "That pile 
(of petitions) is going to got so high that 
you won't be seen any more." 


Schneider said he was requesting a 


hearing "to grant Centner a chance to 
defend himself, whatever the outcome 
Is." 


The. police chief resigned last week un- 


der pressure from Republican members 
of the village board. Board members had 
publlcally accused Centner of poor lead- 
ership and failure to establish a good 
drug-control program. 


Brown said that "leveling charges in 


the newspaper and blackmail is the 
worst form of cowardice. If this board 
has nothing to fear," he said, "then let's 
have a public hearing."

Those cornfields are turning into 
apartments at a Boomtown pace.. 
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Growth

There's a major new suburb springing 


up in the cornfields of northeastern Pala- 
tine Township. It has half a dozen differ- 
ent names, and within the next few 
months, it could have a population of 
18,000 persons — all apartment dwellers. 


Tho fastest-growing corner of Cook 


County is destined to become the serene 
retreat of harried city folks, who see 
their escape via the recently completed 
111. Rte. 53 expressway. 


"That's the whole cause of it," said 


Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
secretary Paul Marcy, pointing to the 
four-lane divided highway on his zoning 
map. But officials of surrounding in- 
corporated suburbs put the blame for the 
vast growth on the zoning board itself. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENTS have virtual- 


ly no power to stop zoning change 
requests in unincorporated areas, and 
their repeated objections to the county 
zoning officials have had few successes 
at stopping the zoning changes. 


"The county is giving much higher 


density than either Buffalo Grove or Ar- 
lington Heights would ever tolerate," 
said Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Gary 
Armstrong. 


Density — the number of apartments 


that a developer is allowed to build per 
acre on his property — is only one sore 
spot with the surrounding villages of Pal- 
atine, Arlington Heights and Buffalo 
Grove. 


"There are an awful lot of people being 


injected into the area, and all kinds of 
public services are lacking," complained 
Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh. 


BUFFALO GROVE is most worried 


about flooding from the developments, 
particularly between County Line Road 
and Dundee Road along 111. Rte. 53. 
Branches of Buffalo Creek run through 
several of the developments, and Buffalo 
Grove residents live downstream. 


One of the projects that created the 


greatest concern with Buffalo Grove is 
called Hidden Creek, a 86-acre apart-

mcnt condominium and business devel- 
opment along Rte. 53. Buffalo Creek cuts 
across the development.. 


Several of the projects, which contain a 


mix of townhouses, condominium apart- 
ments, high-rise apartments and single- 
family homes, are already under con- 
struction. The largest, Ivy Glen, is being 
built on 120 acres of land on an L-shaped 
section between Baldwin Road and Long 
Grove Road, going from Lake-Cook Road 
to Gardenia Lane on the south. The prop- 
erty once was the Otto Bittner farm. 


When the Bittner farm is transformed 


into the $50 million Ivy Glen complex, it 


will have 2,606 dwelling units and a popu- 
lation Of 6,500 to 8,000. 


NEXT DOOR, just east of Ivy Glen, b 


the 77-acre Hidden Creek residential de- 
velopment, which will house 4,075 when It 
is built. Hidden Creek developers re- 
ceived the necessary zoning change 
from the county earlier this year. 


Kassuba Trace apartments are going 


up south of the Ivy Glen development, on 
40 acres bordering the Weidner Egg and 
Poultry Farm. It will have 660 units and 
approximately 2,000 to 3,000 residents. 


Another development, Las Haciendas, 


was recently approved and will have a 
population of 1,065 when built. The con- 
dominium apartment complex Is west of 
Rte. 53 between Hidden Creek and Ivy 
Glen. 


Randville Estates Is a 92-acre devel- 


opment nearer to Palatine borders, on 
Rand Road west of Baldwin Road. For- 
merly dubbed Trafalgar Terrace, con- 
dominium apartments and homes will be 
Included hi the 1,096 units in the devel- 
opment. 


THESE PROJECTS, either under con- 


struction or recently approved, are only 
a few of the sections in this corner of 
Palatine Township slated for high-den- 
sity apartment development. Others re- 
ceived the rezoning several years ago, 
but have not started construction yet for 
financial reasons or other causes. 


Even without the proposed devel- 


opments that could be built but haven't 
been started yet, this area will probably 
have a population of 18,000 to 20,000 with- 
in the next five years. And the potential 
affect on the developments and surround- 
ing communities may be "absolute 
chaos," according to Palatine Village 
President Wendell Jones. 


"The county zoning board has put 


more emphasis on expediency and poli- 
tics than they do on impact on the local 
communities," complained Jones. 


Unless one of the three neighboring vil- 


lages annex the apartments growing up

AS IT IS, there will be no good qvenue

Ferndnle Heights Utility Company, a 


privately owned sewer and water com- 
pany, will service most of the devel- 
opments. Roads within each project will 
be built by the developer and will either 
be maintained by the building owners or 
by Palatine Township. 


School-age children will eventually at- 


tend an elementary school In the Ivy 
Glen complex and a high school just 
north of Palatine. 


NEITHER THE grade school nor high 


school Is under construction yet. They 
are planned to be completed between 
1975 and 1976. Until then, elementary 
school youngsters who move Into the de- 
velopments will be bused to Rolling 
Meadows, and high school youths will at- 
tend Fremd or Palatine high schools. 


Shoppers who might otherwise go to

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Legal curbs turning Fourth 'bang9 into a whimper?

The boom nnd bang that traditionally 


greeted Independence Day may be a 
thing of the past. 


Earlier this year, the Consumer Pro- 


tection Safety Commission proposed a 
ban on almost all fireworks. 


Should the proposed banning come to 


pass, tho explosive souvenirs of Southern 
vacations would no longer plague police 
deportments. 


Capt. Maurice English, of tho Arling- 


ton Heights police department, said the 
main source of tho Illegal fireworks Is 
families returning from trips to states 
where tho explosives still arc legal. 


"Every year right after Easter vaca- 


tion wo start getting more calls about 


kids with fireworks. They buy them in 
Florida or Georgia and bring them back 
here. Or the father buys a'bag of fire- 
crackers for the kids," he said. 


THE ONLY restriction on fireworks 


nationwide currently is a ban on any- 
thing that contains an explosive charge 
in excess of two grains. 


This makes cherry bombs and giant 


firecrackers illegal. However, they con- 


£}&> 
tlnuo to be available on a bootleg basis. 
There is some doubt that even the pro- 
posed ban would eliminate this market 
entirely. 
<• 


Firecracker fans have begun petitions 


to the commission to protest the propos- 
als. 


One petition signed by 70 persons, 


mostly from Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi, sold it had been a "tra- 
dition since the founding of our nation to 
celebrate Independence Day with the 
booming of cannons and the display and 
shooting of fireworks." 


"Let us not lose any more of our 


dwindling freedoms," the petitioners 
wrote. 


ILLINOIS LAW prohibits devices that 


explode or are propelled by explosions. 
Local ordinances are closely patterned 
after the state law. Sparklers also are on 
the wrong side of the statute. 


However, many neighboring states per- 


mit the sale of firecrackers, skyrockets 
and bottle rockets. Travelers returning 
from Missouri, Kentucky and Indiana 


often bring along a few items to enliven 
the neighborhood on a quiet night. 


Despite reports of roadside stands sell- 


ing fireworks just across the border in 
Indiana, the Illinois State Police make no 
special surveillance of Illinois residents 
stocking up the contraband. 


"If we stop a car and the devices are 


found, naturally we'll take the appro- 
priate action. But we don't keep a steady 
watch for them coming back," a spokes- 
man for the state police said. 


Area police departments report that 


fireworks are being confiscated from 
juveniles, but in no greater numbers 
than usual Most cases Involve a youth 
with a few packets of small firecrackers. 


ALTHOUGH rockets, 'crackers and 


sparklers are Illegal In Illinois, residents- 
can celebrate with smoking and flashing 
items that look just like the real thing. 


Some local stores stock a number of 


devices similar In appearance to the tiny 
bombs. "Magic glowworms," "snakes,'.' 
and caps are offered for sale at the 
check-out counter. 


Other items offered for sale carry 


warnings to use under adult supervision 
In emergency cases only. Directions for 
one smoke cartridge states, "Light and 
get away." 


No matter what regulations become 


law, it is doubtful the Fourth ever will be 
celebrated with a whimper instead of a 
bang.

"If they would lock their 
bikes with a good steel chain, it would 
help. People laugh when we tell them 
they should even lock their bikes in their 
driveways and garages, but they get sto- 
len from there, too." 


Herbert said the department has con- 


sidered putting up signs at parks and the 
sports complex swimming pool remind- 
ing children to lock their bikes, but so 
far the move has not been made. 


IN ADDITION TO locking unattended 


bikes, Herbert said bikes should be regis- 


tered with the city in order to have an 
identifying license number. Registration 
is taken at the city hall for 50 cents to 
cover the lifetime registration of the 
bike. 


The police department gives free red 


and white reflectors for bikes when they 
are registered, Herbert said. 


"If the bikes have a license, we would 


be able to track down the owners a lot 
easier," he said. "As it Is, we have to 
sell them at auction." 


Herbert said licensing and locking 


bikes would help cut down the number of 
thefts being reported this summer.

were also brought against DC Moro. 


The other suspect, Peter Muklto, 21, of 


1823 Haddon St., is currently in Cook 
County Jail awaiting the Thursday hear- 
ing, following his arraignment for the 
murder last week. 


Muklto was 'arrested Thursday by Des 


Plaincs police near Del Moro's home af- 
ter being named as one of the killers by 
BoUackcr's girlfriend, Cindy Graf, 16, 
who told police she was beaten and left 


for dead after watching Bollacker's 
death. 


Bollacker's body was found in the 


Grand Forest preserve near Ballard and 
Rand Roads in Des Plaincs after Miss 
Graf, who told police the suspects shot 
at her but missed, went to the road and 
hailed a passing motorist who alerted po- 
lice. 


The girl, who lived at a local psy- 


chological treatment center, Incentives 
Inc., 2424 Dempster St., is still under 
constant police watch at an undisclosed 
location. 


Bollacker, who lived in a west side Chi- 


cago apartment at the time of his death, 
was reportedly Involved in a love 
triangle with the girl and one of the sus- 
pects. An argument apparently started 
the night of the slaying after the couple 
announced they were planning to be mar- 
ried, police said. 


Millions for flood control 
OK for Salt Creek aid bill 


After months of political maneuvering, 


the Illinois General Assembly has passed 
a multl-mllllon-dollar appropriation to 
build fowl-control structures on the Salt 
Creek. 


The bill was passed In the frantic, last- 


minute actions of the legislature during 
the weekend. 


John Guillou, director of the state divi- 


sion of waterways, said Monday that If 
Gov. Daniel Walker signs the bill, con- 
tracts con bo bid immediately and con- 
struction work can start soon. 


Walker has expressed support for the 


flood control program In the past. 


GUILLOU SAID the amount of work 


that can begin depends on how much 
money was approved by the legislature. 


"I don't know what the final form of the 
bill is. We lost track of it early Friday 
morning," he said. 


According to Guillou, on Friday the bill 


included about $4.3 million for Salt Creek 
flood controls as part of a $20 million 
state flood control appropriation bill. 


Originally, Walker had proposed a $9.1 


million state program, with $3.1 million 
for the Upper Salt Creek, north of Devon 
Avc. The Senate amended the bill to 
about $40 million, with more than $5 mil- 
lion for Salt Creek. 


The house took the Senate's $40 million 


bill and reduced It to about $20 million. A 
conference committee of members of the 
Senate and House met over the weekend 
and worked out the final form of the bill. 


GUILLOU SAID no copies of the final 


amendments to the bill were distributed 
so he is not aware what the exact amoun 
ts available are. 


Guillou said his department will soon 


receive the design plans for the Busse 
Woods retention basin, the largest in the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed flood control 
program. The plans were done under an 
emergency appropriations bill approved 
by former Gov. Richard Ogilvle last 
January. 
, The Upper Salt Creek program is a 
$26.5 million project designed to reduce 
flooding on the creek by up to' 90 per 
cent. 


Approval for federal funds totaling 


• $11.8 million still is being sought. A reso- 
lution to approve the funds is now being 
prepared for the Congressional public 
works committees.

(he modrrnlicd version of the how-to- 
drive class at Prospect High School. He 
recoil* how things have changed.

I apparently took driver's education In 


the Automotive Dark Ages of the mid- 
1960s. 


Now I have learned that many things I 


held as sacrosanct were meaningless rit- 
uals having no place in the modern world 
of motoring. 


If you learned to drive prior to six 


years ago, you can join mo in this latest 
episode of future shock: brake with your 
left foot. 


STILL ABLE to absorb more punish- 


ment? Well, now the neophyte driver no 
longer has to parallel park to earn his 
license. 


George Gattas, Prospect High School 


athletic director and supervisor of driver 
education, was to be the dcbunkcr of ear- 
lier teachings. 


Ho stood on the Prospect parking lot 


early one morning last week to explain 
the program. Although it was noticeably 
chilly, ho seemed perfectly warm in his 
gym teacher tee-shirt, slacks and gym 
shoes. I thought at first the shoes were a 
carryover many coaches affect during 
the off season. Later,.! was to learn they 
wore necessary. 


He explained the program is divided 


Into four phases: class room, simulator, 
closed course and behind the wheel (or 
BTW as It Is known by the men who ride 
the suicide scat with the novice drivers). 


THE FIRST REAL jolt to my educa- 


tion came as I watched Gattas strap the 
student driver warning signs to the cars. 
N'ono of those "low price three" for these 
kids. They were going to learn in style. 


Lined up in the early morning sun 


wore two Rlvlcras, an Elcctra and an 
Olds 88. 


Students confined to the closed course 


would have to make do with Novas, Cen- 
turies, Montcgo or LTD. 


(A check with Bill Cook Bulck, Arling- 


ton Heights, revealed ho supplies the lux- 
ury cars because the demand for smaller 
cars Is loo great to consign them to stu- 
dents. The cars used arc then sold at 
$200 below Invoice price, said Don Cook, 
sales manager.) 


Gattas said the students prefer the 


smaller cars for driving on the course. 
But, for the streets, there's nothing like a 
Detroit Dream. 


My turn for the boat ride would come 


late, first slop was the classroom. 


TONY LANZARATTA is a summer 


driving Instructor. It was his minor at 
Illinois State University. 


The students were in for a treat this 


morning. To break up the monotony of 
lectures In summer school, Lanznratta 
had some slides to show. 


The slides were supposed to give the 


students new perceptions — looking for 
the unexpected. 


One hour of zig-zag lines, checks and 


squares all jumping around and chang- 
ing while I tried to look at them. An hour 
later, my retinas barely recovered, found 
me in a driving simulator. 


The idea is to have a mock-up of a car 


with the appropriate wheels, pedals and 
controls. The Instructor shows a movie 
and the students arc supposed to "drive" 
along. 


A computer, attached to the simulator, 


registers cvcrytime an error is made. 


In reality, the simulators look like a 


bump-urn car with a pinball machine 
hooked up to the dash. Do something 
wrong and the appropriate sign lights up. 


THE FILM was swell. John Drury, 


channel 7's ace news announcer, took us 
for a ride through DCS Plnlnes, Winnetka 
and Highland Park. 


It showed an old girl friend's house 


and the site of my first traffic ticket. 


After 45 minutes of watching for care- 


less delivery men and children chasing 
balls into the street; John had us "driv- 
ers" "pull" Into an angle parking place 
in Highland Park. He left us there. 


Next stop for me was the enclosed 


course where the students drive around 
the parking lot and practice manuevers. 


I was somewhat envious of these "in- 


termediate" cars the kids got to tool 
around In. The North Shore high school I 
attended gave us Corvairs (remember 
them) with governors that limited speeds 
to under 15 m.p.h. 


I watched with Gattas as the Buicks, 


Chevys, LTD's and Montegos made left 
and right turns. 


What about my old nemesis, parallel 


parking? 


"We set up some pylons where they 


can practice. But not too much. It isn't 
on the tests anymore," Gattas said. 


My contemporaries and myself consid- 


ered the drivers test as rites of passage 
toward manhood. Parallel parking was 
our ordeal by fire. Now they don't even 
test it. No wonder this younger gener- 
ation is getting soft. 


"T-BACKING MANEUVERS" were on 


tap. This replaced the Incomprehensible 
"three point turn about" I practiced for 
hours. Just more evidence ox decadence. 


I soon saw the necessity inr the gym 


shoes worn by Gattas. 


He called one car in to practice the 


move. 


"Look out. She can't control the car," 


he aald as ho displayed some fancy foot 
work while grabbing a pylon out of 
harm's way. 


Around and 'round the cars went while 


Gattas watched for proper techniques 


such as hand over hand wheel turns and 
using the turn signal. 


"Sometimes It gets pretty hairy out 


here. You should have been here last 
week. The first time behind a wheel and 
there were cars all over the place. We've 
had some accidents, but we're lucky. At 
Wheeling they had a car totaled on the 
course," he said. 


I rejoined Lanzaratta for my last hour: 


a ride with the students on the street. 


"YOU'RE LUCKY. These guys are 


good drivers," he said. 


They were, too. No shocks, thrills, 


chills or spills. A little harsh with the 
brakes, but... 


They were using their left foot to 


brake. 


Lanzaratta said calmly, "We teach left 


foot braking now. We used to worry 
about confusion when they drove with a 
clutch, but not any more. We start them 
with the foot just touching the brake, 
then they can later put it to one side." 


Blasphemy.

I called the Illinois State Police when I 


returned to the office. Those precision 
drivers would set the world right. 


NO DICE. In the academy where 


troopers are taught high performance 
driving they use either foot. 


I called drivers testing stations to get 


the answer to the preposterous situation 
of no parallel parking required for a li- 
cense. 


LibcrtyviUe doesn't require it. (But 


again, it never did. Some faint heart 
souls got tested there for just that rea- 
son.) 


Elgin doesn't require it. 
Even Elston Avenue, the driver's test- 


Ing station of high school nightmares, 
hasn't required it for over a year. 


Ever since that day, I have occasion- 


ally been subject to spastic contortion 
while I struggle to get my left foot onto 
the brake. 


It's no use. The conditioning is just too 


strong. 


I think I'll just go back to the simula- 


tor and wait for John Drury to get me 
out of Highland Park.

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New policemen, 
youth counseling 
in new budget 


Tito budget adopted last night by the 


Hoffman Estates Village Board provides 
for new employ^ In police and engineer- 
ing departments and youth counseling 
services, plus extensive street repairs. 


Total village expenditures for the year 


will amount to $5 million with about $1.6 
million In the general fund. Most other 
funds are restricted cither by the state 
or by tax levy limits and the village has 
little control over them. Last year's gen- 
eral fund levy totaled about $1.1 million. 
The Increases are attributed mainly to 
man power and salary rate hikes and ex- 
penses that were approved last year but 
not made. 


Six patrolmen will be added to the po- 


lice department, and employes will re- 
ceive pay raises of O.S per cent across 
the board. An allocation also Is provided 
for a police task force, although the spe- 
cific makeup of that.force has not been 
determined. 


The total salary provision for the po- 


lice department is Increased over last 
year's budget by about $100,000. 


The village also plans to replace nine 


police squad cars for about $22,000. 


The youth commission budget Is In- 


creased from $3,776 to $23,153 because of 
an end to federal salary reimbursements 
and the addition of a female counselor. 
Until now, the village has employed only 
one youth counselor, a male, whose 
salary for the most port was paid for 
under the federal Emergency Employ- 
ment Act. 


Capital improvements In streets, water 


and sewer systems constitute a major 
portion of the 1073-74 budget. 


THE STREET and bridge fund, which 


has expenditures totaling $290,400, will 
receive revenue from the village, state 
motor fuel taxes and federal revenue 
sharing. Of the total expenditures in that 
fund, roughly half are shown for salaries. 
Other expenses are for sidewalk and 
street Improvements, equipment mainte- 
nance, snow and ice removal and tasks 
related to street work. 


The village board still is conducting 


contract negotiations with water and 
sewer employes who recently formed a 
chapter of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employes 
union. 


The village will, spend $17,000 from Its 


corporate tax levy for improvements to 
Hillcrcst Boulevard and the intersection 
of 
Frederick and 
Bedford streets. 


Receipts from motor fuel taxes will pro- 
vide $32,500 to resurface about five miles 
of streets. Contracts arc to be let In the 
coming winter for complete reconstruc- 
tion of 0,200 feet of streets, to be financed 
with about $120,000 in federal revenue 
sharing funds. 


A total of $43,200 also Is budgeted to 


repair or construct sidewalks and curbs 
In various locations in the village, and 
another $30,000 Is to bo spent on pur- 
chase of a backhoe and dump truck. 


A new provision in this year's budget 


is for the hiring of outside consultants for 
planning services. An allocation of

The full in- 
creases then would accrue in following 
years.

Legal curbs turning Fourth 'bang9 into a whimper?

Tho boom and bang that traditionally 


greeted Independence Day may be a 
thing of the put. 


Earlier this year, the Consumer Pro- 


tection Safety Commission proposed a 
ban on almost all fireworks. 


Should tho proposed banning come to 


pass, tho explosive souvenirs of Southern 
vacations would no longer plague police 
departments. 


Capt. Maurice English, of the Arling- 


ton Heights police department, said the 
main source of the Illegal fireworks is 
families returning from trips to states 
where tho explosives still arc legal. 


"Every year right after Easter vaca- 


tion wo start getting more calls about 


kids with fireworks. They buy them in 
Florida or Georgia and bring them back 
here. Or the father buys a bag of fire- 
crackers for the kids," he said. 


THE ONLY restriction on fireworks 


nationwide currently is a ban on any- 
thing that contains an explosive charge 
in excess of two grains. 


This makes cherry bombs and giant 


firecrackers illegal. However, they con- 
tinue to be available on a bootleg basis. 
There is some doubt that even the pro- 
posed ban would eliminate this market 
entirely. 


Firecracker fans have begun petitions 


to the commission to protest the propos- 


One petition signed by 70 persons, 


mostly from Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas 
and Mississippi, said it had been a "tra- 
dition since the founding of our nation to 
celebrate Independence Day with the 
booming of cannons and the display and 
shooting of fireworks." 


"Let us not lose any more of our 


dwindling freedoms," 
the 
petitioners 


wrote. 


ILLINOIS LAW prohibits devices that 


explode or are propelled by explosions. 
Local ordinances are closely patterned 
after the state law. Sparklers also are on 
the wrong side of the statute. 


However, many neighboring states per- 


mit the sale of firecrackers, skyrockets 
and bottle rockets. Travelers returning 
from Missouri, Kentucky and Indiana 


often bring along a few items to enliven 
the neighborhood on a quiet night 


Despite reports of roadside stands sell- 


Ing fireworks Just across the border in 
Indiana, the Illinois State Police make no 
special surveillance of Illinois residents 
stocking up the contraband. 


"If we stop a car and the devices are 


found, naturally we'll take the appro- 
priate action. But we don't keep a steady 
watch for them coming back," a spokes- 
man for the state police said. 


Area police departments report that 


fireworks are being confiscated from 
juveniles, but in no greater numbers 
than usual Most cases involve a youth 
with a few packets of small firecrackers. 


ALTHOUGH rockets, 'crackers and 


sparklers are Illegal in Illinois, residents 
can celebrate with smoking and flashing 
items that look just like the real thing. 


Some local stores stock a number of 


devices similar in appearance to the tiny 
bombs. "Magic glowworms," "snakes," 
and caps are offered for sale at the 
check-out counter. 


Other items offered for sale carry 


warnings to use under adult supervision 
in emergency cases only. Directions for 
one smoke cartridge states, "Light and 
get away." 


No matter what regulations become 


law, it is doubtful the Fourth ever will be 
celebrated with a whimper Instead of a 
bang.

OK to Salt Creek aid bill 


After months of political maneuvering, 


the Illinois General Assembly has passed 
a multi-million-dollar appropriation to 
build food-control structures on the Salt 
Creek.

John Gulllou, director of tho state divi-

Originally, Walker had proposed a $9.1 


million state program, with $3.1 million 
for tho Upper Salt Creek, north of Devon 


Ave. 
The Senate amended the bill to 


about $40 million, with more than $5 mil- 
lion for Salt Creek. 


The house took the Senate's $40 million 


bill and reduced it to about $20 million. A 
conference committee of members of the 
Senate and House met over the weekend 
and worked out the final form of the bill. 


GUILLOU SAID no copies of the final 


amendments to the bill were distributed 
so he is not aware what the exact nmoun 
ts available arc. 


Gulllou said his department will soon 


receive the design plans for the Busse 
Woods retention basin, the largest in the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed flood control 
program. The plans were done under an 
emergency appropriations bill approved 
by former Gov. Richard Ogllvle last 
January. 


Tho Upper Salt Creek program is a 


$26.5 million project designed to reduce 
flooding on the creek by up to 00 per 
cent. 


Approval for federal funds totaling 


$11.8 million still is being sought. A reso- 
lution to approve the funds is now being 
prepared for the Congressional public 
works committees. 


"It is important to put this question 


before the community," he said. 


The bond issue, if approved, would cost 


an Arlington Heights homeowner with an 
assessed valuation of $10,000 about $514 
over a 20-ycar-period. 


The average additional tax would be 


about $27 a year. During the first year 
tho additional tax on a $10,000 assess- 
ment would be about $37. The figure 
would drop to about $19 by the 20th year. 


Trustee Frank Polmatler said he 


would ask the Citizens Action Committee 
Against Flooding, which he chairs and 
which has been developing flood control 
plans, to recommend a September date. 


WALSH SAID he had no special date in 


mind but he suggested that the referen- 
dum be held late enough after summer 
vacation schedules in order "to allow as 
many people to participate as possible." 


The Arlington Heights Park District Is 


currently considering revised plans for a 
surface retention basin at Pioneer Park, 
the use of which has been a major stum- 
bling block.

Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
secretary Paul Marcy, pointing to the 
four-lane divided highway on his zoning 
map. But officials of surrounding in- 
corporated suburbs put the blame for the 
vast growth on the zoning board itself. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENTS have virtual- 


ly no power to stop zoning change 
requests in unincorporated areas, and 
their repeated objections to the county 
zoning officials have had few successes 
at stopping the zoning changes. 


"The county is giving much higher 


density than either Buffalo Grove or Ar- 
lington Heights would ever 
tolerate," 


said Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Gary 
Armstrong. 


Density — the number of apartments 


that a developer is allowed to build per 
acre on his property — Is only one sore 
spot with the surrounding .villages of Pal- 
atine, Arlington Heights and Buffalo 
Grove. 


"There are an awful lot of people being 


injected into the area, and all kinds of 
public services are lacking," complained 
Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh. 


BUFFALO GROVE is most worried 


about flooding from the developments, 
particularly between County Line Road 
and Dundee Road along 111. Rte. 53. 
Branches of Buffalo Creek run through 
several of the developments, and Buffalo 
Grove residents live downstream. 


One of the projects that created the

An Arlington Heights man is being 


sought by police in connection with a 
robbery of a market early Sunday morn- 
ing. 


William Calvcrt, 23, of 1 N. Hickory, 


Arlington Heights, was named in a war- 
rant charging him and a companion with 
the $400 robbery of a 7-Elcvcn Store, 701 
E. Kensington. 


John W. O'Brien, 1010 Sterling, Pala- 


tine, was arrested at the store, after a 
customer notified police the clerk was In 
need of help. He was released on $10,000 
bond pending on appearance in the Ar- 
lington Heights branch of the Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court. July 20. 


Police said the pair entered the. store 


early Sunday morning and forced the 
lone clerk, Mark M. Johnson, into a rear 
storage room. 


Johnson told police Calvcrt and O'Brien 


looted the cash register and then forced 
him to take off his clothes. 


A customer entered the store at this 


point, according to Johnson's statement 
to police. The pair told Johnson to put his 
clothes on and wait on the customer, ac- 
cording to police. 


Calvcrt apparently fled the store with 


about $400 In cash by a rear door when 
Johnson waited on the customer. O'Brien 
remained standing at the rear, utter 
warning Johnson to keep quiet about the 
robber}', according to police. 


Police said that Johnson managed to 


Inform tho customer of the altuotlon 
without alerting O'Brien. Tho customer 
left tho storo and telephoned police, "The 
clerk nt the 7-Elcvcn needs help." 


O'Brien attempted to flee, but was cap- 


tured just outside the store. 
• He was taken Into custody and charged 
with robbery. Ho posted bond Sunday 
and was released pending his court date. 


Police said they arc still seeking Col- 


vert, whom police described as being 6 
feet 3 Inches, and 170 pounds, having 
dark hair and a beard. 


Holznagcl, 34, of 1312 Mitchell, Arlington 
Heights, hit Donald Hintz, 14, as the boy 
was riding his bicycle last week near tho 
intersection of Arlington Heights and 
Blcstcrflcld roads. 


Holznagcl reportedly got out of his car 


to talk to the boy, then returned to his 
car and started to drive away, according 
to police. Construction workers in the 
area, who had gathered at the accident, 
told Holznagcl to take Hlntz, who lives in 
Rolling Meadows, to the hospital. 


Police said Holznagcl drove Hlntz to 


Alcxlan Brothers Medical Center, but 
when they arrived, he did not take the 
boy into the hospital. Instead he drove 
back to the Grove Mall Shopping Center, 
dropped the boy off and drove away. 


Hintz walked to a friend's house and 


the police were called. Later, the boy was 
taken back to Alcxian Brothers, where 
he was treated for minor injuries and 
released. 


Police were able to find Holznagcl 


through the license number of his car. 
He voluntarily came to the station when 
called by police. 


Holznagcl said he had not taken the 


boy to the hospital because lie had be- 
come scared. Police charged him witli 
leaving the scene of an accident, failure 
to render aid and information and failure 
to reduce speed to avoid an accident. 


He was then released on bond.

County Jail awaiting the Thursday hear- 
ing, following his arraignment for the 
murder last week. 


MukJte was arrested Thursday by Des 


Plalnes police near Del Moro's home af- 
ter being named as one of the killers by 
Bollackcr's girlfriend, Cindy Graf, 16, 
who told police she was beaten and left 
for dead after watching Bollacker's 
death. 


Bollacker's body was found in the 


Grand Forest preserve near Bollard and 
Rand Roads in Des Plalncs after Miss 
Graf, who told police the suspects shot 
at her but missed, went to the road and 
hailed a passing motorist who alerted po- 
lice. 


The girl, who lived at a local psy- 


chological treatment center, Incentives 
Inc., 2424 Dempster St., is still under 
constant police watch at an undisclosed 
location. 


Bollacker, who lived in a west side Chi- 


cago apartment at the time of his death, 
was reportedly involved in a love 
triangle with the girl and one of the sus- 
pects. An argument apparently started 
the night of the slaying after the couple 
announced they were planning to be mar- 
ried, police said. 


TWO OF THE THREE men charged in tho slaying of 
Richard Bollacker wore taken to arraignment in Des 
Plaines, yesterday. The pair, Richard Dot Moro, 18. and 


John Murphy, 17, were arrested Sunday by Chicago po- 
lice. 


Those cornfields ain't what they used to be

in the region, apartment dwellers will be 
served by a police station In Nllcs and a 
fire station four miles away in Palatine. 


ALL UNINCORPORATED areas of 


Cook County are served by the county 
sheriff's police. Some local residents in 
unincorporated parts of the township 
have already complained about In- 
adequate police services from the coun- 
ty. 


County police will "watch the crime 


statistics" after developments in this 
area open, said County Chief Edmund 
Dobbs. The area "could be part of a 
beat, or with Increasing crime, could bo 
a beat' In and of itself," the chief ex- 
plained. A beat is the area one patrol- 
man cruises during his shift. 


Manpower to police the projected popu- 


lation will probably come from other 
areas of the county. Personnel are 
shifted when other parts of the county 
arc annexed into local police districts. 
And there's always the possibility that 
this region will get annexed, Dobbs sug- 
gested. 


Developers have several advantages In 


building in unincorporated areas. They 
have one less level of government to 
work through and have lower taxes, 
since they do not have to pay taxes to 
the local municipal government. But the 
biggest single advantage Is the devel- 
oper's chances of getting a higher den- 
sity, and a resulting higher income, than 
villages would probably allow. Also', 


more open farmland is available at a 
lower sale prico in the unincorporated 
areas. 


So a developer can build at less cost 


and realize a greater profit by construct- 
ing his units outside local municipal 
boundaries. 


"It's Irresponsible of the builders to 


take advantage of the situation," Walsh 
said, because the lack of public services, 
particularly nearby fire and police, will 
ultimately hurt the people who move into 
the development. 


SOME EARLIER developers have built 


their projects in an unincorporated area, 
then come to the nearby village for an- 
nexation. This creates special problems 
for the local municipality, as they are 
faced with the plum of a high tax in- 
come, but the thorn of a development 
built under county building codes that, 
differ from the village's codes and stan- 
dards. 


"We feel that apartment complexes 


this size should be in incorporated 
areas," said Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. 
Don Larson. 


Jones, Palatine village president, be- 


lieves such projects should be annexed 
before they arc even developed. But 
would the village annex these areas after 
they're built? 


"We haven't defined our boundaries 


yet," Jones said, adding that the village 
plan commission now is updating its 
master plan. 


BUFFALO GROVE president Arm- 


strong was also noncommittal about his 
.village annexing sonic or all of the major 
developments. 


"If we expand that way, we could an- 


nex It, We do go there," Armstrong said. 
Does Buffalo Grove want it? "It's really 
hard to say. There are some reasons to 
annex it, from a financial standpoint," 
Armstrong said. 


Walsh said he had absolutely no inter- 


est in annexing the developments to Ar- 
lington Heights. The village has an Indus- 
trial park bordering the developments 
across Rte. 53. 


"I have no interest in it at all. It would 


dilute our resources," Walsh said. The 
one major advantage for Arlington 
Heights if It did annex the area, Walsh 
said, would be the village's ability to 
deal with problems that come up be- 
tween the village and the new apartment 
area. 


AS IT IS, there will be no good avenue 


for solving problems between residents 
of the unincorporated area and Arlington 
Heights, he said. 


Residents of the developments will 


have a Palatine mailing address, but 
their closest levels of government will be 
Palatine Township and Cook County. 


Ferndale Heights Utility Company, a 


privately owned sewer and water com- 
pany, will service most of the devel- 
opments. Roads within each project will 
be built by the developer and will either 
be maintained by the building owners or 
by Palatine Township. 


School-age children will eventually at- 


tend an elementary school in the Ivy 
Glen complex and a high school just 
north of Palatine. 


NEITHER THE grade school nor high 


school Is under construction yet. They 
are planned to be completed between 
1975 and 1976. Until then, elementary 
school youngsters who move into the de- 
velopments will be bused to Rolling 
Meadows, and high school youths will at- 
tend Fremd or Palatine high schools. 


Shoppers who might otherwise go to 


surrounding villages for their purchases 
are expected to take Rte. 53 to the Wood- 


field complex instead. Grocery stores 
and small specialty shops are already 
planned for some of the developments, 
particularly along Dundee Road. 


In fact, the corner of Palatine Town- 


ship is starting to look very much like a 
suburban city. Real problems aren't ex- 
pected to surface for another five or 10 
years. But the construction is under way 
in unit after unit of condominium apart- 
ments. Sometimes, even the county zon-.' 
ing board has second thoughts about its', 
recent rezoning.' 
: 


During a recent January hearing foe 


the Hidden Creek development, one zon-; 
ing commissioner asked, "There's 240 
acres already zoned multifamily. Do you 
consider it wise planning to zone another 
77 acres multifamily?" 


"Yes," the developer replied, "This 


will always be a tax plus to the commu- 
nity."
